Most Secret letter of March 20th are amply confirmed by other 
reports which P.W.E, have received in recent months. Indeed, 
we had already examined the problem with the B.B.C. in an effort 
to counterbalance the effect on the French audience of Soviet 
victories by giving more news of British and American achievements. 
Our efforts have met hitherto with certain practical difficulties: 


(a) The relative prominence given to different items 
of news in the B.B.C. French service is inevitably 
determined largely by their objective importance, 
Heavy air attacks by the RAF. and US.AAP., or 
major events of the war at sea, when they have occurred, 
have usually been given first place in the news. 
During the past months, however, there has been next to 
no news of the Italian front, nor could anything be 
said of the preparations for the Western offensive, 
while the spectacular advance of the Russian armies has, 
on the mere score of news value, demanded considerable 
prominence. This has been accorded to it not only 
on the B,.B.C. Prench service, but also in Home Service 
bulletins. : 


(b) Attempts to explain our own war effort have been 
hindered at every turn by the censorship. Next to 
nothing is allowed to be said ebout British war production 
or about British aid to Russia, and when the B.B.C, 
recently organised a tour of industrial England by | 
commentators from all language services, their scripts 
were drastically cut by the censors. Attempts to

I am arranging to see Major Brooks and for him to 
have a talk with Mr. J.B. Clark, the Controller of: the 
European Service of the B.B.C. I am also glad to learn 
that he is highly recommended by H.M. Ambassador in 
Paris and that he is‘able to pass in France as a Frenchman. 
Most agents can or should be able to pass as nationals 
of the countries to which they may be sent. As past 
experience has frequently shown, linguistic ability alone 
is no proof of political judgment. 


I have also noted the sweeping criticisms made of

The programmes are, therefore, 
now wholly British and confined to what is called in 
ee language "the projection of Britain." 


I uioula be sorry if you were to regard these comments 
as indicating any resentment of criticism On the contrary, 
criticisms, which are numerous from all quarters, are welcomed 
and are always carefully examined. 


In conclusion, I am delighted that a paper showing the 
totality of our war effort is now to be published and that 
"the JeIeC. recently passed it from a security point of view." 


-Good use can be made of it. If, in the past, anything has 
been lacking from our projection of the British military ¢fort, 
the fault lies with the military authorities who from the 
beginning imposed an inscrutable silence,not only on production 
figures, but even on the mamesof British regiments and units.

Dr. Karl Binder, the Hungarian Consul-General in 
Paris, reported to Budapest on the 15th Pebruary about recent 
action by Gauleiter Sauckel designed to increase the labour 
contribution of France to the German war effort: - 


At the end of 1943 it seemed as though the requisi- 
tioning of French labour could be carried no further without 
provoking serious internal political difficulties in France, 
since thousands of those who were called up to work in Germany 
only disappeared to swell the ranks of the partisans in the 

s. However, at the New Year Gauleiter Sauckel came forward 

h demands of the most stringent kind, although the 
French workers in German camps had been idly awaiting the ap- 
portioning of jobs for months past, according to rumours 
circulating in Paris. 


Ze Gauleiter Sauckel had begun conversations with 

M. Laval towards the end of December, and these were resumed 
in the middle of January. During these talks he put forward 
the following demands: ~- 


(a) Replacement of former prisoners of war who had 
become free workers, but who during the course of 1943 had 
never returned from leave in France to their place of work. 
According to Sauckel’s figures, 45.000 out of the 75.000 who 
went on leave never returned to Germany. 


(b) The mobilisation of a million workers and their 
removal from their present place of work to other jobs in 
France to be appointed by the German authorities. 


(oc) Fresh consignments of French workers to Germany. 


3- According to information derived from local sources, 
the Hungarian Consul-General reported that Geuleiter Sauckel 
hed demanded a million workers from M. Laval, since Germany 
required 3 million more foreign workers to replace the Germaan 
workers (approximately a million in number) who had lately 
been called up for service at the front. The first convers- 
ations ended without decisive results; consequently Gauleiter 
Sauckel returned to Paris at the beginning of February to 
continue discussions. The Minister of Industry and Agriculture, 
Me Bichelonne, recommended that the French Government should 
immediately send 45.000 workers to Germany to replace those 
who had gone to the front, and in addition to place at the 
disposal of the Germans all foreign workers living in France, 
including those who were working in German war industries in 
France and who, according to an order of the previous year 
issued by the military Commander-in-Chief, could not be 
ecompelied to go te work in Germany. 


ke After prolonged and difficult diseussions the French 
Governnent undertook to send to Germany 273.000 workers by 
Mareh 31st. Of these only 45.000 would be Frenchmen, to replace

those who had formerly been prisoners of war, and the rest 
would be Italians, Poles and Spanish refugees. 


5. The French Government furthermore agreed to the 
second point of Gauleiter Sauckel’s demands. The million 
workers would be employed in accordance with the terms of 

the agreement signed between M. Bichelonne and Reichsmunitions— 
minister Speer last September, laying it down that certain 
sectors of French industry would take over German orders not 
connected with the war effort. A considerable number of these 


would, however, now be ordered to work on fortifications as 
well as in war material factories. 


6. Gauleiter Sauckel made the concession that women 
should not be sent to Germany to work. Landwirtschaftestaeats- 
sekretaer Backe had promised M. Laval that workers 


employed 
on the land would be exempt from mobilisation until after the 
harvest. 


T° The Hungerian Consul-General noted that the German 
Embassy in Paris head hitherto refused to comment on the fact 
that nationals of neutral countries, and also those which were 
actually allied to Germany, were affected by the new regula- 
tions set forth by Sauckel. He felt bound to observe, however, 
that the Spanish Ambassador, KM. Lequerica, had, according to 
journalists in Paris, protested to Me. Laval against the 
despatch of Spanish workers to Germany, regardless of whether 
their Spanish nationality was recognised or not. This action 
of the Spanish Ambassador, which aimed primerily at the 


protection of republican Spaniards, wae interpreted in Paris 
as a gesture towards England. 


8. The Hungarian Consul-General concluded his report 
by remarking thet French official circles doubted whether 
the new Sauckel plan could be successfully realized, if only 
because the Italians involved were principally employed in 
agriculture, while the Poles worked in the mines; it was 
consequently of vital interest to the French Government that 


these two classes should not be withdrawn from their present 
work.

Summary 


Since 1942 the food situation in the French towns has deteriorated owing to administrative inefficiency, 
to the unwillingness of the peasants to sell their produce to the authorities, and to transport diffi¢ulties. The 
food position varies greatly in different parts of the country, and large numbers of townspeople supplement 


their meagre, and often unobtai 


ble, rations by receiving food parcels from the country, but undernourish- 


ment is widespread. The resistdpce movement has a constant problem to overcome in obtaining food. The 


wheat harvest in 1943 was satisf | 
but most other crops suffered from the dry weather. 


opy and it was possible last autumn slightly to increase the bread ration, 
Production is hampered by lack of labour, draught 


horses, fuel for machines, and fertilisers. The financial position of the peasants has greatly improved through 


high official, and still higher black market, prices, but there is little that they can buy with their money. — 


German demands have weighed heavily on agricultural production, although Vichy bargaining at one stage 
obtained certain concessions. The future prospects and policy of French agriculture are frequently discussed 
inside ahd outside France,,émphasis being laid by informed opinion on the need for the regrouping of farm 
holdings, greater mechanisation and use of fertilisers, and for parallel industrial development. 


The Present Food Position 
The present agricultural and fo¢ 
in France reflects the developme that have taken 
place in the position of the Vichy Government during 
the last couple of years, the increased German pressure 
put upon it, and its growing failure to command sup- 
port, even in ordinary administrative matters, from 
the French population. During 1943 the food situation 
in the towns -admittedly deteriorated. Although 
agricultural production has increased since the bad 
years of 1940 and 1941, the realisation of German 
impositions and the general distrust of Vichy have 
made the peasants more and’‘more unwilling to deliver 
their produce to the various administrative authorities 
including the officials of the ineffective Peasant 
Corporation. Transport shortages have also hampered 
collection and distribution, and the food position varies 
greatly from one part of the country to another. The 
official machinery of food distribution has to a con- 
siderable extent broken down, and a large part of the 
population relies mainly on its own efforts for securing 
food. The official rations plus the special distributions 
made in the big towns give only 1,100—1,200 calories 
a day (1,600 being calculated as an absolute minimum 
and 2,400 as the normal requirement), and even these 
are not always available, notably the meat, fats and 
milk rations. As a Swiss paper put it: ‘“‘ The food 
question in, Paris is almost as much a question of 
relatives as of money. . . . Anyone who has relatives 
or even acquaintances in the country obtains from 
them butter, vegetables, meat .... at prices which 
are far below those which a rich man who simply 
buys on the black market must pay. It is solely 
thanks ‘to this development that want in. Paris has so 
far remained within bearable limits; and that no real 
starvation yet prevails ’’ (Weltwoche, 31 Dec.). But 
in many smaller towns, particularly in the south, the 
situation is worse since the country round is not so 
productive as in the north, and the Mediterranean 
Departments are particularly hard hit. In spite of 
the system of ‘‘ family food parcels.’’ and: general 
self-help, it has been reliably estimated that 10 million 
French people, mainly in the towns, are suffering from 
slow starvation, and that 2 million of them are liable 
to succumb to starvation either indirectly through con- 
tracting infectious diseases or directly. It is for these 
people that the community restaurants cater in Paris 
and other towns. 2 
There is, in addition, the problem of all those 
persons who live outside the law and consequently 
have no ration cards. While the young men in the 
‘“maquis’’ have been partly fed by the peasants in 
return for casual work on the farms and have also 


supply situation ~ 


been able to raid German and Vichy food depots, those 
who work in,the underground movements proper have 


‘to rely. on forged ration-cards and the help of the 


general population. The placing of the Economic 
Police under the control of Darnand, Secretary of 
State for the Maintenance of Order, on the 10th 
February gave him authority to deal with illegal trans- 
port of food, thefts and forgery of ration-cards, and 
clandestine slaughtering, and will, it is feared, make 
still more difficult the supplying of the resistance move- 
ment with food. 

The food situation of the towns, combined with the 
dangers of air raids and prospective invasion, has 
brought forth appeals from both Vichy and Algiers that 
all those who can leave the towns and go,to the country- 
side should do so. Algiers radio (28 Feb.) advised the 
town populations to lay in stocks of food in preparation 
for the dislocation of communications consequent on 
invasion,’and urged the peasants to help in this matter. 


: Agricultural Production 

The chief emphasis has been laid by the Vichy 
authorities on the production of wheat and, since the 
loss of African supplies, of oil-seeds [Note: See 
Series F, No. 7]. The wheat acreage, however, still 
remains about 400,000 hectares below the 1987-38 
figure, and last year’s harvest of 65 million quintals 
(against 55 million in 1942) was still well below the 
pre-war average. It was, however, possible to increase 
the bread ration by 25 gr. a day in October, making the 
ordinary adult ration 300 gr. a day, and to reduce the 
milling percentage from 98 to 90. Sugar-beet produc- 
tion fell because some of the normal sugar-beet acreage 


was given over to oil-seeds, and was estimated at 4-5 


million tons giving 550,000 tons of sugar. The wine 
harvest was estimated at between 38 and 43 million 
hectolitres, little more than in 1942. Although the 
potato acreage was increased in 1943 the crop is worse 
than the previous year owing to dry weather while that 
of fodder crops, pulse and other vegetables is frankly 
bad. The chief success has been the production of oil- 
seeds, where the area was increased in 19438 from 8,000 
to 250,000 hectares, and although the yield was not 
good the total vegetable oil crop is expected to be not 
far short of 400,000 quintals. Attempts to increase the 
acreage of textile crops and even to grow rice in the 
Carmargue do not seem to have had much effect. 


Figures of livestock show that while the total number’ | 


of cattle is back to the pre-war level they are mostly 
young beasts and the number of milch cows is con- 
siderably lower than before the war. 

The explanation of these contmued low figures of 
production lies mainly in the shortage of labour, and 
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also in that of draught horses (requisitioned by. the 
Wehrmacht), machinery and farm implements, fuel for 
agricultural machines, chemical fertilisers, and almost 
every kind of minor requirement such as rope for tying 
sheaves of corn. It is estimated that over a million of 
France’s 5 million agricultural workers are still absent : 

625,000 were still, in spite of the Reléve, prisoners of 
war at the end of 1943, at least 200,000 foreign agricul- 
tural workers are estimated to have left France, the 
young men of the 1942 class have been conscribed for 
work in Germany, and in the Northern Zone many 
. agriculturists have been requisitioned by the Germans 
for the Todt Organisation while rural artisans have 
beén sent to Germany. Increased mechanisation might 
have compensated for the shortage of labour, but the 
quota of liquid fuel made available to French agricul- 
ture by the Germans has been quite inadequate, and 
the transformation of farm tractors to run on producer- 
gas, made obligatory last July, has proceeded slowly. 
The agricultural machine industry, although in a com- 
paratively privileged position, has only one-fifth of the 
metal supplies it used before the war, while imports 
of agricultural machinery, which accounted for the 
greater part of the supplies coming on to the market 
before the war, have been completely cut off. As 
regards fertilisers sufficient potash is apparently 
obtained, from Alsace, but phosphate supplies were cut 
off by the loss of North Africa and existing stocks were 
blocked by the Germans. Copper sulphate and other 
insecticides are very short, and the usuel difficulties 
have been experienced over the supply of seeds in 
spite of some German help, although it has apparently 
been possible ta supply the greatly increased number 
of vegetable allotments in France. 

The financial position of the agricultural community 
has greatly improved since the Armistice, the official 
prices of agricultural produce showing enormous 
increases (most commodities have at least doubled in 
price) not to speak of the volume of produce sold on the 
black market (estimated by a German source at 50 per 
cent. of rationed foodstuffs in 1942, although this is 
evidently an exaggeration). The figures of rural credit 
institutions show how much money there is in the 
countryside, quite apart from the large-scale hoarding 
of notes, and the taxes paid by the agricultural com- 
munity have increased proportionately far more than 
those paid by other sections of the population. This 
situation has been a contributory cause to the hostility 
between town and country, but it is frequently pointed 
out in defence of the peasants that they have nothing 
to buy with their money, and are in many cases show- 
ing great solidarity with the townspeople and with the 
resistance movement. 


German Pressure on French Aasteaiiese 
German pressure on French agriculture and food 
supplies works in several ways: through comprehensive 
demands for produce negotiated annually with the 
Vichy Government; through direct requisitions in con- 
_travention of agreements with Vichy; through technical 


direction of French agriculture, such as the drive for | 


the production of oil-seeds; and through actual cultiva- 
‘tion by Germans of tracts of land in France. The 
agricultural supplies which Laval agreed to hand over 
to the Germans from the 19438 harvest included 
8 million quintals of wheat (as originally fixed for the 
previous year but reduced, after strong representations 
by Bonnafous, by 2 million quintals in the spring of 
1943), and large quantities of oats and meat (these 
impositions weighing particularly heavily), and other 
produce. A report made by SBonnafous, Laval’s 
Minister of Food and Agriculture until the 7th January, 
1944, to the German Minister of Food in March, 1948, 
shows that considerable bargaining went on over the 
amount of these impositions, and that some attempt at 
least was made to reduce German demands and not to 

‘‘endanger the vital minimum indispensable to the 
French “population.’’ Bonnafous conclyded: “If I 
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decide to make a maximum 1 effort to deliver the & 
you require, it will be in return for the assurance that 
Frenchmen will at least not lack bread... A French 
Minister could not speak otherwise. But I think that 
it is also in the German interest to understand these 
needs. It is not in the interests of the Reich that 
Communist propaganda should increase in France and - 
should ‘say to-morrow, with apparent justification, that ° 
Germany is starving the French ’’ (Cahiers Francais, 
15 June, France, 8-9 July). 

Bonnafous also asked that the Germans should 
refrain from patronising the black market and from 
making direct requisition from farmers; and Laval was 
able to announce in his speech of the 5th J une, 1948, 
that the Germans had given orders to their men to use 
only the legal. channels of trade and to help in the 
repression of the black market. 

German technical direction of French agriculture was 
intensified last autumn, and agricultural experts are 
now apparently attached to all Feldkommandanturen 


. to co-operate with the French agricultural inspectors. 


French demands made by Bonnafous for the return to 
its French owners of the 165,000 hectares of land in 
the Ardennes cultivated on large-scale methods by 
the German “ Reichsland’’ (formerly ‘* Ostland ’’) 
organisation, and for the transfer of the agricultural 
surpluses of the Nord and Pas-de-Calais Departments 
to general French consumption, have met with no 
success. 


Future Prospects of French Agriculture 

The Vichy Government, by its laws on thé regroup- 
ing of agricultural holdings | Note: See Supplement to 
Series A, No. 98] and more recently by the laws of 
4th and 7th September, 1943, on farm tenure and 
agricultural co-operation, has tried to strengthen the 
legal basis of French agriculture.. It has moreover been 
widely recognised in the Press inside and outside France 
that fundamental reforms are necessary if French agri- 
culture is to prosper in the post-war years.: It has been 
pointed out that France had a low record in agricul- 


tural efficiency and general standard of living on the 


land, and that there should be greater mechanisation 
and use of fertilisers, the re-grouping of holdings, and 
a lower degree of agricultural protection (France Libre, 
Nov., 1942). Inside France there are two schools of 
thought i in the Press, inspired by various motives. The 
idea that France should again become a mainly agricul- 
tural country with a large peasantry is upheld, on the 
one hand, by Paris journalists expressing German 
propaganda, and on the other by Vichy conservatives 
who fear the existence of a large industrial proletariat. 
But this thesis is attacked by the technical experts of 
both Zones, and the economist Gascuel.in the Lyons 
Candide put up a strong defence of the- agricultural 
development ‘of thé last hundred years: a great increase 
in production had been achieved, labour had -been 


released for other activities, and uneconomic crops had 
‘beer abandoned. 


In the Paris Revue de l’Economie 
Contemporaine the director of the Institut National 
Agronomique made a_ strong case for increased 
mechanisation and specialisation of agriculture, and for 
a comprehensive and flexible plan for metropolitan and 
colonial agricultural production. He emphasised the 
need for parallel industrial development, saying that 
the only means of raising the standard of living was to 
diminish the proportion of the population engaged in 
the production of food, and that industrial and trading 
nations had always exploited agricultural countries. He 


urged industrial decentralisation, a plea also put 


forward forcibly in the Marseilles review Economie et 
Humanismie which refused to deplore the flight from 
the land but suggested that agriculture should solve . 
the problem of markets, once it had succeeded in feed- 


. ing the nation adequately, by turning to the production 


of crops for use as raw material by industry and thus 
— industry back to the land.

. 1. The following information has been glearted from intercepted mail 
relating to conditions in France and the other occupied countries of Europe. 
The mail intercepted covers the period from October 1943, until the end of 
February, 1944. It is subject to the same caveats with respect to accuracy 
and reliability as was the material transmitted in previous airgrams. 


. A. Economic Conditions in France, 


2. In general, the letters tell the same story 4s previously with 
respect to the supply situation in France, Stocks of commodities on the 
legal markets are often not even adequate to fill the scant quotas at which 
rations are set. A'report of last December remarked that although the 
allotments of some commodities had been increased -— fats to, 150 grams and 
low=grade cheese to 120 grams a month «= no deliveries on the allotments had 
been received since September, The writer added that getting shoes was the 
most difficult problem, It was stated in February that the butter ration 
for townspeople was fixed at but 40 grams a month, with delivery slow and 
uncertain, .This same report gave the ration for oil, which Was poor in. 
quality, as 100 grams a month, In January from the Department of Ariege came 
the information that the textile ration Was 100 points, which were apparently 
intended to last for an indefinite time. Of these 100 points, 40 or 50 were 
then usable, The writer indicated that since one metre of cloth was .valued 
at 50 points, however, the ration was actually of little meaning. 


Last September the bread ration in Nice was said to be 2/75 grams per day, 
While the sugar ration had just been raised from 500 grams to /50 grams per 
person per month, The ration for'cigarettes was four packs a month, In 
December the ration at Brive for vin ordinaire was four litres per person per 
month, st a price of 10 frs. a litre. About the some time a report fran 
Normendy stated that there was no milk-or cheese available there, snd sug- 
gested the tronsport difficulties ond,the leck of coal as one of the causes 
for the shortage in foodstuffs. / e 


Producers of foodstuffs have had requisitioned away from them even 
supplies which they require for their own consumption, One farmer with six 
children reported last October that he had been six months without potatoes 
on « farm: that produces that crop. The letter of January from Ariege states 
that persons butchering pigs are denied fat ration cards. It adds that the . 
cigs, when fattened, ere often requisitioned fram the producers and sold by . 
the Government to policemen end clergymen at the subsidized price of 25 
francs 2 iegrem.

"Purther to my letter of the 10th March, I recently

The officer in question has nothing to do with the wine-stores 
of the commercial firm which remains under my supervision and management, 
as also do the accounts and the financial side, and I only have to 
submit accounts to the sequestrator who, at the monent, is Mr. Schneider, 
a very honest person who has lived six years in Bordeaux and how knows 
Mr. Henry Lacoste very well. 


Since the arrival of Frieden all the abandonned vines were torn up 
including a good pereentage of the others. The etire ground has bem 
ploughed and corn and cats sown. I enclose a plan made by Mile. Bayle 
showing the actual lay-out of the property; about 20 hectares remain 
untouched. 


Mr. Aigueperse the farmer, successor of Mr. Lespy has been recalled 
and at the mment there are 15 cows and 1 bull which today represent an 
expense of 261,800 francs. 


Owing to the enormous work imposed on the horses and bullocks, they 
are half dead and unable to do any more work. The Caterpillar tractor 
to which I attached a gasogene is not satisfactory; it has now been 
sent to a mechanic to be overhauled and a Renault tractor has been 
ordered which will cost about 160,000 francs. There is now word of 
buying horses, and one horse costs more or less 100,000 francs! 


| This means that money is being spent far too freely and I am unable 
to prevent it. In order to meet these expenses I had to convert §00,000 
francs Treasury Bonds which I had in reserve and in order to obtain 
further money the sequestrator has recently sold 42 casks of white wine, 
viz: 

20 casks Graves Superieur No.27h1

8 casks F.G.S. No.27h5 
1) casks Malacat No,2754. 


which produced about 278,000 francs and one can forsee further 
sales, 


The staff has been increased; there are 15 prisoners of 
war, 1 cowherd and eight men from our normal persomel. The 
salaries have greatly increased since lst. January with the 
result that expenses of 50,000 francs a month are incurred 
to which must be added other large expenses for various materials 
and products. If things continue in this way and if the war lasts 
mach longer all the wine in the storehouses will be exhausted 
and all the money in the chests. 


In the storehouse I have only two men with Latipeau who is 
getting very old. 


I would add that the avenue leading from the Chateau to 
the warren has been ruined. A dozen old trees have been, cut down 
for no reason at all and many trees in the warren have also been 
cut dom under the pretext that they were needed for making wood. 
I protested against this destruction but could not prevent it. 


Owing to lack of labour the 1945 harvest has been lamentable. 
We obtained: - 
21 casks of red wine 
8 " white wine.

As to whether it will improve this year I cannot say. But 
at the Peldkoumandantur of Bordeaux will be able 
for the cultivation which I certainly could not 
the purchase of a new tractor and possibly horses, 
will probably be good but of short duration to cover the 
expenses incurred.

I HAVE the honour to refer to my telegram No. 50 of the 11th January 
concerning the debate on aid to French Resistance which took place in the 
Provisional Consultative Assembly on the 8th and 10th January, and to enclose 
the verbatim report of this debate(') (Nos. 18 and 19) which has now been 

published. 

: 2. Throughout the debate a succession of well-known Resistance delegates 
made impassioned appeals for increased arms and assistance. Eleven orators 
were inscribed to take part and as you will see from the enclosed report 
all spoke in very much the same vein. In a speech which was exceptional for 
its moderation, M. Claudius praised the achievement of the Resistance leaders 
in inspiring throughout the country a spirit which refused to accept “collabora- 
tion” and in creating a state of insecurity which greatly inconvenienced the 
enemy. He repeated Mr. Churchill’s statement that every man who fought the 
Nazi oppressors would have British support, and he asked whether it was not 
possible to make use of lend-lease in assisting French Resistance; like other 
speakers he referred to the greater effectiveness of sabotage as compared with 
air bombing. It seemed to M. Claudius that the political aspect of the problem 
was causing anxiety but, he said, the Allied Command must be made to realise 
that French Resistance required arms for no other purpose than to help liberate 
France from Vichy and the Germans. It was rather in unarmed than armed 
resistance that there was political danger.\ -It ‘was intolerable to leave resisters 
without arms to the tender mercies of the Germans. Properly armed, their 
_ contribution would be equal to that of several divisions. 

3. M. Grenier (Communist) said that “ passive resistance should give place 
on national soil to active combat ”; and he gave certain examples of the costliness 
of inaction. He attempted to justify detailed publicity on Resistance by saying 
that giving publicity to its exploits “brise la passivité, tandis que le silence 
entretient l’attentisme.’ He deplored the B.B.C. programmes which “ recognised 
so timidly” the activities of the French army “without uniform.” Further 
publicity should in his view also be given of the work of Soviet, Greek, Yugoslav 
and Danish patriots. He then gave impressive statistics of the numerous and 
effective acts of sabotage which had been perpetrated in France in the past months. 
He said that the supplies that were needed—grenades, explosives, sub-machine 
guns, clothes, boots, food—could easily be sent in by fhe boats, submarines and 
aeroplanes which were available. In conclusion he demanded the establishment 
of a single commissariat to work in close touch with the resisters. 

4. M. Médéric then rose and declared dramatically that rumours to the effect 
that arms supplied would be used for another purpose than liberation were false. 
France had only one aim—to drive out the Boche and drive out Vichy. France 
had always continued the fight. As proof, there were 400,000 civilians in the 
prisons of the Gestapo. Frenchmen had thus paid a sufficient price to be able 
to say to the Allies that they wished to be treated as a nation which had played 
its part in the common struggle. If Resistance was to be armed, it was necessary 
to have the courage to say so publicly, so that their friends in France were not 
killed uselessly. “Seale 

5. M. Ribiere, addressing the Allies, said that if they really knew what 
was going on in France, what great risks French patriots were running, they 
would think more of their needs. And after M. Giovoni spoke of the eminently 
successful action of the ,patriot groups during the liberation of Corsica 
M. Ferriére, leader of the Resistance Group in the Assembly, said that he had 
learnt while in London that French Resistance was unknown to three-quarters

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of the British population. M. Ferriére spoke critically of M. Viénot, the French 

delegate in London, who had given him to understand that in England the time 

had not yet come to start a campaign in favour of help to French Resistance. 

M. Pierre Bloch, Assistant Commissioner of the Interior, concluded the first day's 

debate by apologising for’ the absence of M. d’Astier, the Commissioner, who was 

indisposed. He Saheuied that the urgent demands for arms were fully justified, 
but counselled prudence on se get in speaking of the action of French patriots. 

6. On the resumption of the debate on the 10th January (my telegram No. 50 
of the 11th January) other delegates took up the appeal for increased Allied 
assistance. M. Vallon, in an interesting speech, said that the war was not only 
one between nations but was also a war of the peoples, like the American War 
of Independence, the wars of the French Revolution and of the Italian 
Risorgimento. Certain Allies might be afraid of the réle which the Communists 
were to play in the liberation of France. There was nothing specifically 
Communist in the passion with which the Russian people fought: it was the 
reaction of a people who had ranged themselves as one against the invader. 
Communists were playing an effective part in resistance in France thanks to their 
organisation and discipline. They were intervening as patriots; and by their 
participation they had acquired certain claims on their companions in the 
struggle. There were two attitudes towards the Communists, both of which he 
rejected. The first consisted of eliminating them by Hitlerian methods; the 
other was to grant them complete power and join up with the “ Front National ” 
under Communist contro]. Neither solution could, however, be accepted. The 
Communists should be treated as comrades in the work of Government and they, 
too, should accept other Resistance Groups as their comrades. 

7. M. Vallon next turned to the United States. Did its people think that 

France wished one military occupation to be succeeded by another military 
occupation? The European revolution would have to be achieved by respecting 
national rights. French Resistance had therefore to be assisted. France was at 
war and was once again fighting for the whole world. 
_ 8. M. Bissagnet was the next to add his appeal for increased Allied 
assistance. He was followed by M. Mercier, who wished to salute the presence 
at the debate of “ President Charles de Gaulle.” “S.O.5s.” had been sent out 
from the Tribune of the House calling attention to the critical situation of their 
comrades in France. French Resistance was expecting the Government to take 
action. Would the Government authorise him to tell the people of France on the 
radio that it was necessary to make special bargains with the Allies in order to 
arm French Resistance ? 

9. The Commissioner for the Interior, M. d’Astier, then spoke. After 
referring to the great development of French Resistance since 1940 he said that, 
nevertheless, there was scarcely one armed man for every twenty combatants. 
This was the heart of the matter. It was not the Special Services who were to 
blame. He paid a warm tribute to the British Special Services and particularly 
to their pilots. The problem arose at the governmental level. Each service was 
jealous of its “own war.” The British Special Services found it impossible at 
prowl to obtain the material they required for the transport of arms to France. 

e appealed solemnly to the Allied Governments to reconsider the problem. The 
service chiefs were making a mistake. In asking for arms, French Resistance 
was saving them material: Sabotage was more effective and cheaper in lives 
than air bombardment. Some were afraid that to arm the people of France would 
mean revolution. But there was no question of a revolution in France, only of 

a purge, and this neither heaven nor Great Britain nor America could prevent. 

It would be carried out with arms taken from the Germans, from the Italians, 

with bare fists,.even before liberation. The sooner it took place, the sooner order 

would be re-established. 

10. In conclusion, after emphasising the importance of secrecy, he said that 
the French authorities could do nothing without the consent of the Allied Govern- 
ments. They were not the masters of the war. As regards the French Special 
Services, he could say that they had ceased to be the tool of a military cast or 
political clan, and would henceforth be solely a tool of government to the great 
profit of French sovereignty. 

11. After the president had read the resolution moved by the Resistance 
Group, a translation of which is enclosed, General de Gaulle wound up the debate. 
He said that, although this special war of resistance was unfamiliar to the High 

Command, much had been done, not without merit or without danger, by the 

Allied Services responsible for arming European Resistance and especially French 

Resistance. Yet it was true that what had been done was not on a level with

what French Resistance had achieved, and still less with what it could achieve. 
When the full story of the negotiations conducted by the French Committee in 
London and ita by the French Committee of National Liberation with the 
Allied Governments could be told, it would be clear that “ had never lost 
sight of their duty to their brother soldiers in France. e concluded by 
emphasising the spirit of national renovation which inspired French Resistance 
and which made it a force capable of directing the destiny of France.

He deplored: the B.B.Ce prog s which "recognised so - 
timidly" the activities of the French army “without uniform. Further publicity 
should in his view also be given of the work of Soviet, Greek, Yugoslav and Danish 
patriots. He then gave impressive statistics of the numerous and effective acts 
of sabotage which had been perpetrated in France in the past months. He said that 
the supplies that were needed - grenades, explosives, sub-machine guns, clothes, 
boots, food = could easily be sent in’ by the boats, submarines and aeroplanes which 
were available. In conclusion he demanded the establishment of a single 


Commissariat to work in close touch with the Resisters. 


ke M. Méd6ric then rose and declared dramatically that rumours to the effect 
that arms supplied would be used for another purpose than liberation were false. 
Frarice had only one aim - to. drive out the Boche and drive out Vichy. France had . 
always continued the fight. As proof, there were 400,000 civilians in the prisons 
of the Gestapo. Frenchmen had thus paid a sufficient price to be able to say to 
the Allies that they wished to be treated as a nation which had played its part in 
the common struggle. If Resistance was to be armed, it was necessary to have the 
courage to say so publicly, so that their friends in France were not killed 
uselessly. 


5. M. Ribiére, addressing the Allies, said that if they really knew what was 

going on in France, what great risks French patriots were ruming, they would think 

oir more of their needs. And /thé@er M. Giovoni spoke of the eminently successful aotsem 
of the patriot groups during the liberation of Corsica, M, Ferritre, leader of the 
Resistance Group in the Assembly, said that he had learnt while in London that 
French Resistance was unknown to three-quarters of the British population. | 
M. Ferriére spoke critically of M, Vienot, the French Delegate in London, who had — 


given him to understand that in Ingland the time had not yet come to start a 
campaign in favour of help to French Resistance. M. Pierre Bloch, Assistant 
Commissioner of the Interior, concluded the first day's debate by apologising for 
the absence of M. d‘Astier, the Commissioner, who was indisposed. He confirmed 
that the urgent demands for arms were fully justified, but counselled prudence on 
delegates in speaking of the action of French patriots. 240% 


6. On the resumption of the debate on January 10th (my telegram No. 50 of 
January 11th) other delegates took up the appeal for increased Allied assistance. 
M, Vallon, in an interesting speech, said that the war was not only one between 
nations but was also a war of the peoples, like the American War of Independence, 
the wars of the French Revolution and of the Italian Risorgimento. Certain Allies 
might be afraid of the Ae which the Communists were to play in the liberation of 
France. Mis there was nothing specifically Commmnist in the passion with which the 
Russian people fought? it was the reaction of a people who had ranged themselves 
as one against the invader. Communists were playing an effective part in resistance 
in France thanks to their organisation and discipline. They were intervening as 
patriots; and by their participation they had acquired certain claims on their 
companions in the struggle. There were two attitudes towards the Communists, both 
of which he rejected. The first consisted of eliminating them by Hitlerian methods; 
the other was to grant them complete power and join up with the "Front National" under 
Communist controle Neither solution could however be accepted. The Communists 
should be treated as comrades in the work of Government and they too should accept 
other resistance groups as their comrades. 


7e $M Vallon next turmed to the United States. . Did its people think that 
France wished one military occupation to be succeeded by another military occupation’ 
The European revolution would have to be achieved by respecting national rights. 
French Resistance had therefore to be assisted. France was W@@M@ at war and was 
once again fighting for the whole world. 


8. M Bissagnet was the next to add his appeal for increased Allied assistance. 
He was followed by M, Mercier who wished to salute the presence at the debate of 
"President Charles de Gaulle". "S.0.S's" had been sent out from the Tribune of the 
House calling attention to the critical situation of their comrades in France. 
French resistance was expecting the Government to take action. Would the Government 
authorise him to tell the people of France on the radio that it was necessary to make 
special bargains with the Allies in order to arm French Resistance? 


9. The Commissioner for the Interior, M, d'Astier, then spoke. After 
referring to the great development of French resistance since 1940 he said that 
nevertheless there was scarcely gé@@M\ one armed man for every twenty combatants. 
This was the heart of the matter. It was not the Special Services who were to blame. 
He paid a warm tribute to the wen@ée@e@ British Special Services and particularly to 
their pilots. The problem arose at the governmental level. Bach service was 
jealous of its "own war". The British Special Services found it impossible at 
present to obtain the material they required for the transport of arms to France. 

He appealed solemmly to the Allied Governments to reconsider the problem. The 
Service chiefs were making a mistake. In asking for arms, French resistance was 
saving them material. Sabotage was more effective and cheaper in lives than air 
bombardment. Some were afraid that to arm the people of, France would mean — 
revolution. But there was no question of a revolution in France, only of a purge, 
and this neither heaven, nor Great Britain nor America could prevent. It would be 
carried out with arms taken from the Germans, from the Italians, with bare fists, 
even before liberation. The sooner it took place, the sooner order would be © 


10. I, conclusion, after emphasising the importance of secrecy, he said that 
the French authorities could do nothing without the consent of the Allied. 
Governments. They were not the masters of the war. As regards the French Special . 
Services, he could say that they Had ceased to be the tool of a military cast or | 
political clan, and would henceforth be solely a tool of government, to the great 
profit of French sovereignty. 


11. After the President had read the jai ia moved by the Resistance Group, 3 


a translation of which is enclosed, General de Gaulle wound up the debate. 

He said that although this special war of resistance was unfamiliar to the High 
Command, much had been done, not without merit or without danger, by the Allied 
Services responsible for arming European resistance and especially French 
resistance. Yet it was true that what had been done was not on a level with 

what French resistance had achieved and still less with what it could achieve. 

When the full story of the negotiations conducted by the French Committee in London 
and later by the French Committee of National Liberation with the Allied Governments 
could be told, it would be clear that they had never lost sight of their duty to 
their brother soldiers in France. He concluded by emphasising the spirit of 
national renovation which inspired French resistance and which made it a force 
capable of directing the destiny of France.

With reference to my telegram No.306 of the 3rd March, I have the honour 
to transmit to you herewith a copy of the Compte Rendu of the debate in the 
Provisional Consultative Assembly of the 2nd March regarding the situation in 
France, with special reference to the support of the Resistance Movement. 


2. This debate was the first of those to be held during the present 
session of the Assembly as the result of the latter's insistence on hearing 
from the Commissioners concerned in person progress reports on the subjects 
discussed during the previous session. The debate was opened by M. Aubrac, 

a Resistance delegate who had left Prance only three weeks before. The chief 
emphasis of his speech, as of the whole debate, was on the high state of 
tension in France and on the fierce impatience with which the day of liberation 
is awaited. . He spoke of the complete unity of all parties and all classes 
represented in the National Council of Resistance. He said that Prance had 
full confidence in the Assembly, but expects it to show the same unity as the 
country itself. He added that the debate which had made the deepest 
impression in France was that on assistance to the Resistance Movement. 


53. The Communist delegate, M. Pourtalet, in a long speech, strongly 
criticised the action of the Committee of National Liberation as regards 
resistance. He complained in particular that no delegates had arrived from 
the "Front National de Lutte", composed mainly of the groups known as the 
Partisans and the "Francs Tireurs". He added that these organisations were 
not receiving their share of the arms sent into France. He attacked the 
policy of "attentisme", of preparing for "D. Day" instead of pursuing a 
continuous campaign of sabotage, etc. He said that it would be easy to send 
in to Prance adequate quantities of arms of the types required and that the 
submarines, launches and aeroplanes available to the Committee of Nitional 
Liberation were sufficient for the purpose. 


4. M. d'Astier, Commissioner for the Interior, made an effeetive reply 
to this attack. He said that if the Front National had appointed its 
delegates at the same time as the other Resistance movements, they would have 
arrived by now. The delay was due solely to "technical difficulties" which 
had arisen since the departure of the other delegates. The Committee would 
do their utmost to overcome these difficulties. He went on to refer to the 
desire expressed by the Assembly at the last session that the "Special 
Services" should be united. He said that this had now been done but that to 
complete the arrangements made was a slow and delicate matter. The whole 
system might be upset if they tried to go too fast. The Committee's 
resolution demanding increased arms for Resistance had had important results. 
The discussions begun at Marrakech had been pursued in London. He could give 
no details, but excellent progress had been made. At this point he paid a 
warm tribute to the British Special Services which was loudly applauded by the 
whole Assembly with the conspicuous exception of the Communists. He concluded 
his speech by giving an account of the attack at the end of December on German 
barracks at Grenoble during which 220 German soldiers were killed and 550 
others wounded. | 


5. The President then announced that General de Gaulle would shortly 
arrive and the sitting was suspended for twenty minutes. The President of

I am sorry if my letter to Viénot gave you 
the impression that the Ministry did not consider it 
just as impertant from the British as from the French 
point of rage {that the Magquis film should be shown in 
this country. | As soon as we saw it, everyone here - 
and more particularly the French Section —- realised 
that this was a rgre opportunity for convincing the 
British people of the patriotic fervour and self- 
sacrifice of the resistance movement, and it was for 
that reason that our Films Division at once offered 
to help, by suggesting what in their view was the 
surest means of getting the widest possible distribution 
for the picture. 


At the same time, as our Films Division 
well knows, the film trade in this country is a very 
independent affair, and the fact that a thing is good 
proparanda has no weight with them unless they think 
it is also good “box office". If my letter gave you 
theurong impression, it was probably because I was 
trying to convey these facts, and to point out to 
M. Viénot the sort of difficulties they were likely 
to be up against owing to their failure to strike 
while the iron was hot, and to let us help them in a 
matter which, after all, does demand a certain 

experience. /

experience. If a note of irritation sounded in my 
letter, it may have been because we so often have 
instances of this kind, when by trying to take an 
independent line the French fail to get the story, or 
the photograph, or whatever it may be, the publicity 
which it deserves, and which we for our part are 

only too anxious such things should have. 


I have delayed answering your letter until 
now because I hoped I might be able to tell you that 
some arranrements had at last been made for the showing 
of this picture, but I am still unable to do so. 

I do not think I entirely agree with you that it would 
be preferable to show the whole film rather than 
extracts. I do not know whether you have seen it 
yourself, but there is no particular sbory in it and, 
moreover, there is a great deal of repetition, all 
for no particular reason. It could not be shown 
anywhere without being cut considerably. I think also 
that to show it at one of the rather specialist London 
cinemas would not really achieve the object we both 
desire, since the audience which frequents these is 
generally the more intelligent kind which is converted 
in advance. For this reason we still feel that 
nation-wide showing is preferable, and this can only he 
achieved through the newsreel companies. The latter, 
I am glad to say, are still interested, and have 
suggested to the French cinema people (0.F.I.C.) that 
they would be prepared to devote one whole reel to 
this picture, and would be ready to build it up with 
other material which would make a more telling story 
of it. This is quite an unprecedented offer, since

nterview with Madame d'Aubrac, National 5 
ore Lr. to the Consultative Asse 
Records interview with Madame d’Aubrac, the first 
woman to be nominated by the National Resistance 
Council as a delegate to the Consultative Assembly. 
Recalls circumstances under which she arrived in the 
United Kingdom from France. Madame d‘Aubrac con- 
firmed information about the popularity of Russia 
with the Maquis against the Anglo-American stock 
which was not very high. She emphasised that the 


closest relations obtained between the resistance 


delegates in Algiers and the resistance movements 
inside France. 
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I met at lunch to-day Madame d'Aubrac, the first woman 
to be nominated by the National Resistance Council as a 
delegate to the Consultative Assembly. 


It will be recalled that Madame d'Aubrac arrived here 
from France~in dramatic circumstances some weeks ago. She 
was brought out by air with her husband and three-year-old 
boy and gave birth to another child two days after her 
arrival in London. Prior to that she had rescued her 
husband from prison in Lyon,where he was under senitence of 
death, by an audacious ruse and with the aid of companions 
in the resistance movement. 


Between this rescue and the family's departmre for 
England they lived “in the Maquis”. 


Madame d'Aubrac, as her experiences prove, is a 
woman of remarkable character. She has also managed to 
emerge in a very buoyant frame of mind with her sense of 
humour intact and with an objective curiosity towards 
English life and manners. She seems in no hurry to go on 
to Algiers where, I gather, her husband is at present 
deputising for her. 


Madame d'Aubrac confirmed our other information about 
the great popularity of Russia with the Maquis on account 
of the Soviet victories and the feeling of disappointment 
at our own relatively slow progress. She said that in 
general the Anglo-American stock was not very high in the 
Magquis but admitted that she had left before the increased 
supply of arms to the Maguis had arrived. On one point 
she differed from other recent reporté@ws. She emphasised 
that the closest relations obtained between the resistance 
delegates in Algiers and the resistance movements inside 
France, and that the latter followed with pride and 
approval the conduct of their representatives in the 


Consultative/ 


Consultative Assembly. When I mentioned that other sources 
suggested that delegates ceased to be really representative 


after they had been some time at Algiers, she firmly denied 
this. 


Madame d‘'Aubrac is giving a press conference this 
afternoon and I told her that it would be useful to 
emphasise the point about solidarity between the resistance 
moveménts and their delegates at Algiers since it was one 
on which there had perhaps been some misunderstanding. 

She said that she intended to do this.

Our “second gr sat task wil be to develop air transport, because.France 
will be a materially poor country on her liberation. Fortunately, overseas Franoéd 
will be able partly to compensate for this poverty. With this.end in view, we 
shall have to rebuild our sea and air transport. We are already busy on air / 
transport and we shall have considerably to increase air communications between 
Algiers and Dakar. Brazzaville, Madagascar and Saigon, once Indo-China isAiberated. 
We have a big task before use We shall face it squarely, with the iron Aenacity 
through which our country has so often been in the forefront of progred@s. 


As to our aircraft factories, I have not yet had time ty examine their - 
organisation and programme, but I am fully aware of.the skill of Aur engineers and 
technicians and the professional. abilities of our workers. Théf/problem is, while 
safeguarding the authority of our managers, to associate the ghtire staff in the 
search for better production methods, the development of beter technical methods 
and,in general, the better working of the factory. This ig the aim of the joint 
Production Cormittees, the principle of which has been ayproved by the French 
Comaittee of National Libcration.. The methods for thei# application are now under 
consideration. They will in no way encroach on the dg@hnain of the Trade Unions, which 
will:continue to deal with problems relating to wagg6 and the application of social 
lawse The Joint Committees will examine techmical/questions corinected with the 
organisation of workshops and any relevant suggestions fran éither manage:nent or 
staff. The Joint Committees abolish the barrief#s still existing between managexent, 
t&chnicians and workers. They have rendered cgnsiderable services in Britain, | 
particularly in the young and all-powerful British aircraft industry. They have ° 
broken with the past, when the management g/lone was called upon to plan the organisation 
of work and technicians and workers had 96 voice in the matter. Engineers, technicians, 
and workers have all gathered a rich stgre of professional experience, which should 
not be left unused, but allowed to seyWe the general j “crest. 


The accusation has been Aevelled at the woriing class that, in the past, 
it thought only of its rights. Tg this the workers revlied: What have you done to 
enable us to fulfil our duty? Qdar duty today is to work with all our might for the 
liberation of France, to develgp production, to sec a better organisation of labour, 
to improve our skill and outpat, to harmonise and iuprove relations between managenent 
and staff, to respect one aylother and understand each other better. JI have no 
sympathy for the technicigh who believes he Imows everything, although life is" * 
pernanently in process of creation, or for the worker ¥»hm bungles his work, who does 
not try to improve hing4é1f, who makes no progress in his trade. When I was a baker's 
assistant, I used to Yove toking golden, well~baked bread fron my oven. The greatest 
quality of a worker As to love his work. (Ap»lause). That is why the good craftsmen 
of our aircreft ingustry will, on every level, be honoured, renosipensed, mentioned pee 
in despatches. also intend to be just. I will no more defend the manageient when 
it is in the wrgng than I will defend technicians and workers who try to sap the 
manageient's afthority. I will be the friend of good zanageaents, good technicians 
and good worgers, and the eneny of haughty manazeaents, technicians who remain in’a 
groove and fareless workers (ouvriers "3 'a'cu-foutistes" ). We all are in the service 
of our cofntry at war and nobody has the right to forget it. The hour of liberation 
will soof strike for martyred France. When our squadrons fly over liberated Paris, 
when oyr aircraft soar over qur towns and villages freed froma the Nazi yoke, I want 
our s¥sters and brothers in France to say of our airmen and our aircraft workers: 


"They too have deseryed well of the country's (Applause ) mon. Esti int

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How the French Underground is Organised: Iceolosical and Active 
Resistance. 


The following brief notes are inteniea to provide a little 

ilucn neeaed clarification regarding the orsanisation and activities 
or those active underground movements in France which may be counted 
on to provide effective Support inside France when the allied 

landing takes place. There are of course many different under- 
ground resistant organisations. Left-wing, Republican, Communist 
anc. Catholic clandestine papers and periodicals have a widespread 
circulation in France anc their number grows from month to month, 
new ones appearing as others cease to appear, and See re ADOrs 
extenaing their radius to include separate local editions. 


tne political parties and the Trades Unions have also reorgan- 
isc i. themselves underground and while a handful of venal collabor- 
ating Socialists produce papers like the Effort and La France 
Socialiste there are resistant Socialists now estimated to number 
about 60,000 (Fraternité, 26.12.43) as compared with a pre-war 
active membership of about 200,000. The undergrouna socialist 
paper Le Populaire now appears in 7 editions and has ea circulation 
ov about 60,000 a month. The underground Trade Unions have now 
reconstituted clandestinely the C.G.T., which the Vicny Government 
uissolved Ager the law of 16.8.40. Alongside the Vichy T.U. organ, 
Au Travail and the Paris paper Atelier, eRere is now an unde 
eround T.U. paper, La Resistance Ouvriere, in which directives from 
France's real Trade. Union ‘leaders appear. 


The ideological resistance of clandestine press and parties is 
also accompanied by active resistance groups who organise sabotage 
and who Will provide valuable assistance to the allied armies. 
There is of courss an incalculable amount of spontaneous sabotage 
by individuals ana by whole classes, by many of tiie peasants, for 
example, by workers, by officials. But the main organised groups 
arc the semi-military formations of the ‘haaguis™ anc the groups 
or partisans. 


Difficulties in Discussing Underground Organisations. 


In discussing the activities of the Magquis anc the partisans, 

we come up against three outstanding aifficuities’ 

1. The Sources. The first —- an obvious one - is that since 
the movements are underground they are not anxious to 
obtain publicity for thcmselves.and the sources of infor- 
mation must therefore be either personal reports - in which 
case great discretion must be usea in making facts public 
which might endanger the working of the organisation = 
or inairect accounts published in neutral countries ~— in 
which case there are bound to be distortions and un- 
verifiable assertions, making it almost impossible to 
disentangle rumqur from fact. In the following notes, 
facts published in the clandestine press are used where- 
ever possible, supplemented by personal interviews

2. befinitions. Caution is particularly necessary when inter- 
preting estimates of the numbers of Frenchmen cngaged in 
resistant organisations as even autnoritative sources do 
not always define their terms very carefully. The term 
“maguis" in particular is used loosely, with several quite 
qdiiferent: meanings. Nor.in-the nature of the Casé, can 
figures be more than a very rough guide where organisations 
are not only working undergrouna but are dispersea in small 

groups over very wide areas.

row Gia it come into being? 


The word "maquis" is of Corsican origin.,and is applied to 
the thick undergrowth typical of large parts of the island. It 
appears to have been first used in its present sense early in 
194 zo When the system of semi-conscription of French labour for 
Germany (the perioa of “désignation") was replaced by open con- 
scription. During the so-called voluntary pcriod, which lasted 
trom the autumn of 1940 to the autumn of 1942, resistant organisa- 
tions in France, seconded by the B.B.C., alae the workers not to 
go to Germany. It was during this period that the “Frangais 
parlent aux Frangais" programme .launched the famous slogan 
"ne va pas cn Allemagne". When the voluntary system was replaced 
by the nomination of quotas direct from thc factories (désignation) 
more drastic measures were necessary and résistant organisations 
ond. ‘the B.B.G. advised Workers to strike i.: orccer to prevent their 
fellow-workers from being taken to serien: ioc clanaestine press : 
has provided many instances of successful striks and demonstrations a 
curing this period. 
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in February, 1943 the Compulsory Labour Service for a perioa of 
owo years was instituted for all young men born between January lst, 
io2Q and uecember 3lst, 1922, A census was carricd out of all men 
porn between June lst 1912 and December 3lst 1921, whcther in | 
vegular employment or not and in March 1943 it was officially stated.

This introauced a totally new situation. It’ was no longer 
possible to "advisc" young men not to go to Germany and strikes were 
ineffective against legal compulsion. The only solution was to 
avoid compulsion, legally if possible, illegally if not. 

Between the months of February and wiv; -1945, it was still 
possible for a limited number of young iwen Ilcgaily to avoid becoming 
conscripts by obtaining work in one of the categorics of employment 
wnich were officially exempt from the obligation to be sent to 
Germany. These incluaed workers on the lana, in mines, on the 
railways and in the police. Up to Noveinber, 1942, it had also been 
possible to avoid being sent to Germany by joining the army. These 
categories of course offered opportunities of escape only to a few 
ana E€ven then only temporarily, for the exemptions were suppressed 
i May, 1945 ana it was announced that all young men reaching the 
ange of 20 in 1942 would aoutomatically bce scnt to Gcogiianye Advice 
was given to young men to takc to th countryside, to find work if 
thcy could ana to provide themselves where that was possible with 
some kina of fokcu idcntity papers so that their irrcgular position 
was not agiscovered. That this;aavice was. largely followed is indi- 
sotce by the figures published from time to time in the clandéstine 
orcss showing the proportions of young iacn who presentea themselves 
on recelving their call-up notices. )

How Large is it? 


it is not enough however to calculate the percentage of 
fugitives from the Labour Service to get an accurate. idea of the 
size of the "maquis" organisation. Some hundreds of thousands of 
resisters are dagoubtless living on the countryside with faked 
papers or with no papers at all. But not all of them are in the 
‘maguis". Many arc living on remote farms, protected by villagers,

We do, however, obtain valuable indications of the potential strength of 

the iiaquis from Vichy's attemots to liquidate it, to persuade young men, by 
promises of amnesty for defaulters from the labour service, to leave it and 
from the efforts of the official Vichy prop-gandists to play it down, to 
represent the movement as being made up of a number of irresponsible and romantic 
youths who have been led astray by agitators, but who bittcrly regret the adventure 
when they discover what lifc in the iinquis is really like, More valuable still as 
factual evidence of the importance of the haquis is the inability of cither Vichy 
or the Germans to clean up the department where it has becn. most active - 
Haute Savoie - although © campaign has bcen in progress since the beginning of 
February e Vichy has throughout maintaincd that only French forccs have been uscd. 
The Swiss press denics this and states that German forces have taken an active 
part. But whether this is true or not, it is obvious that the Germans could 
intervene if they wished to do so as numbcrs of them are guartcred in the fronticr 
department of Haute Savoic.

Who are the Men of the iaquis? 


aS has been said above, the Maquisards, are in the main young defaulttrs from 
the Compulsory Labour Service. There arc considerable numbers of workers and also 
a nunber of forcigners, Republican Spaniards for example and anti-Fascist Italians. 
Lhey arc of all classes and political partics for one of the conditions of mcmber- 
ship of the movement is that there are to be no distinctions on racial or political 
grounds: "Catholics, Protestants, lioslems, Jcws,ithcists, Royalists, Radicals, 
Socialists and Communists, all Frenchmen who wish to fight the cnemy are welcome". 
(2nd Circular) There are among them a certain number of regular officers who’ joined 
the movement after the demobilisation of the armistice irmmy in November 1942, a 
number of' officers of the 27th Chasseurs ijlpins are reported by the Swiss press to

How is it organised? 


Conditions of membership are laid down in two circulars issued by the 
National leaders of the jiaguis and circulated clandestinely.. «sin oath of 
fidelity is required of all members ‘in which they accept these conditions. 


(a) Organisation and discipline 


The movement is military and 211 members arc required to promise absolute 
obedicnce to their lcaders, The ceremony of trooping the colours is obligatory 
once a weck>(1lst Circular). a nember must aim at the maximum degrec of physical 
fitness and cleanliness possible in-the circumstances (2nd Circular). The 
movement is hcaded by a man who signs himsclf “Miczeray" and who. is appointed by 
the exccutive of the M.U.R. as the "responsable national du liaquis". As part of 
the M.U.R., the movement owes allegiance to General de Gaulle and the F.C.N.L., 
(2nd Circular), wll appointments to leadership of groups by members must be 
ratificd by the National leaders, Territorial organisation is by sector, | 
department and region. Cormunication.is hicrarchical. Where cormunications are 
interrupted and attempts to get into touch with higher ranks are impossible 
contact is reestablished through intermediarics known to be members of the 
resistance movement, with the regional representative, or, if that is impossible, 
with the national representative, (lst Circular). is far as possible, 


communications are verbal and written docunents are kept at a minimum. 
(Ist Circular). . 


Solidarity is the rulc, both in ordinary life and in combat. No wounded 
man must be abandoned and all.dead must be given burial whenever humanly possible, 
(2nd'Circular). Whenever possible comrades who:have been taken prisoner must — 
be rescued from the hands of their captors. (Eg France, 15.8.43). 


(b) The Use of rns : : apo 


The use of arms is prohibited to members until they have been trained. rms 
are desperately short (v. for cxample recent film of the Maquis smuggled out of 
France which shows 2 group of 20 or so young men with one sten gun) and therefore 
the rules governing the use of them are of draconian severity. Whercyer possible, 
groups are instructed to procure arms by raiding the Stores of the Occupying ~ 
power, iilerbers arc held responsible for the maintenance of Weapons issued to 
them and for their safe kceping. Loss is punishable by death. (Qnd Circular). 


So serious is the shortage of arms considered that appeals have been 
addresséd to the F.C.N.L., by Resistance delegates to the Assembly in Algicrs 
pleading for more weapons to be sent (v. debates of 29-31.1.44). Zstimates put 
the number of weapons at about 10% and in some places only 5/5 of what is neeacd.

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There is no. doubt that-eapart from arms obtained from stocks under German 
control since the jrmistice ond from those Which have not been handed in to the 
authoritics,. the main source of arms is Groat Bgitain, It is unlikely that figures. 
will be reveeled until after liberation (as happencd in the case of Corsica) but 
that supplies arc on a2 considerable scale is indicated by the attempt of the 
Vichy spokcsnen to prove that they arc uscless and always fall into the hands of 
the authoritics /(v. talk by Henriot of 14.2.4 in which he statcd that 
the type of weapons supplicd . arc, according to Germdn_so _ mainly 
automatic pistols, mines, grenades (Radio Vichy, 1.2 od): 


in his press confcrence of ..ril 2lst General de Gaulle stated that reccnt

(c) Relations with Civilians 


wll menbcrs of the liaquis must promise to refrain from contact with 
reiatives or fricnds until the end cf hostilitics, any breach of sccrccy regard- 
ing the identity of members or the situation of camps is punishable by death. 
(2nd Circular). 


in practice the Maquisards are bound to maintain close contact with 
Civilians, othcr than thcir relations and fricnds, for they depend almost entirely 
on the connivance of the authoritics or on the usc of force by their own 
organisations = which they avoid as far as possible - in order to gct the 
ncecssary. minimum of food and clothing. «11 reports indicatc that the population 
is overwhelningly sympathctic to the ilaguis. Not only is this proved by attcipts 
on the part of "agents provocateurs" to get local civilians to betray the where- 
abcuts of Maquis carps (v. Populaire z.s. No.16 Sept. 1943) but also by Vichy 
attempts to work up popular hostility to the iJaquis by cmphasising their thefts 
of food and supplies and by accusing them of being ncither more or less than 
bandits. out for loot. 


These attempts have mct with a singular lack of success and the authoritics 
arc in fact well aware that the population is whole-hcartcdly on the side of the 
Maquis (sec for cxariple extract from Vichy officiel report quoted in: the 
Introduction). In a report of Scptember, 1943, on the state of opinion in France, 
Déat and othcr collaborators estinated that there were not more than 50, 000 
genuine collaborators in Francc who could be relicd on to risk thcoir lives in 
_ support of collaboration (sce Introduction extract fron Cahiers cranes 

February to March 1914) and that nine/tenths of the population were "passive 
accomplices" of the resisters and avweiting only a signel fron the allicd radios 
to become active accorypliccs,. 


crial Conditions 


Young men who join the iaquis are promised only blood, sweat and tears 
("une vic tris ‘pénible ct beaucoup de danger" lst Circular). They know their families 
cannot receive regular assistance to compensate for the loss of a bread-winncr, 
But they are requircd neverthcless to respect the property and the lives of 
Frenchnen or neutrals, They live for the nost part in small Groups in 
isolated hamlets or mountain regions, in mnoutain huts, in various kinds 
of improvised shelter, sometincs in cupty chatcaux or farm buildings, sometimes,

Clothes and food oftcn have to be obtaincd by pilloging Vichy stores - 
usually clothcs stores destined for the police or the Chanticrs = or even by 
robbing shops and the stores of charity orgenisations such as the Secours 
National or the Prisoners Jjd. In‘all such ceses the men of the iaquis are 
instructed to restrict operations to the mininun cssential for their subsistence 
and to cntrust such tasks only to picked men of cstablishcd integrity, Whenever 
possible they raid Goren stores either of arns or of food (2nd Circular). When 
food is taken fron private tradcsnen officiel instructions forbid theft and goods 
requisitioned are paid for at the orficicl prices, The peasants do all they can 
to reserve food for the Maquis and tc supplement goods purchased with gifts when- 
ever possible, ‘he popule sehen, too, give food, cigarettes and clothing as and

in an article published reecntly in the North :frican press M,. Frenay 
describes: how the day of the “maquisard" is organised. He divides his tine between 
helping on the land nnd undergoing military training with his group. One of the 
functions of the..leader of a Mequis group is tc discover fron patriots in the 
region which of the farncrs and tradesmcn care syrmypathctic and are likcly to. be 
Willing to supply food on favourable terms and without e@mdangcering the safety of 
the group. The actusi work of collecting food or money and of providing whatcver 
help is possible to members of thc iMaguis devclvcs to a great. extent on patriots 
known to the group, and on syrmpathctic farmers and tradesmen in the locality. In 
return the tinguis provides regular help for farmers who are desperately in necdof 
agricultural lebour. 


When. the "mnaquisard" is not helping on the land he is fully occupied, cither 
with the necessary guard dutics which cre carricd sut permanently, or with his 
military training. This includes reconnaissance work, the construction of watching 
posts, practice in the use of arms, training in ambush and arned attacks 


\nerever members arc cnesagcd on military or Civilian Work, a permancnt watch is 
kept on all roads leading to hi carpe ilc¢ighbouring valleys also organise an 
information service so that comp leaders can be kept fully informed of any danger 
threatening or of movements of cnemy troonvs,. (v. Conbat 2569. 4d, Cahic rs Francais 
February to iiarch, 194d). 


ost of the accounts of activities. of the iiaquis published in the he 
French press refer to expeditions from.the carps to neighbouring tovns in 
search of supplies or to attempts to rescue comrades who have been caught. The 
enormous increase in the number of thefts of ration cards from Town Halls . 
which has taken place since the introduction of the Compulsory Labour Service is 
undoubtedly duc, in large part, to the cfforts of the Maquis to obtain food 
supplies and the case with which these thefts are often carried out bears witness 
to the complicity of numbers of local officials. The Paris press has not failed 
to corzicnt on official "necligence" and on the growth of “banditry", "The bandits", 
wrote the Nouveaux Terms on July 6th, 1945, appear to improve their tactics all 


the time, while the mcasures of defence remain archaic to Say the least. The 4 
robbery of food cards has reached such « scale that food distribution, already 
precarious, runs the risk of being disorganised. But most serious of all, the 


impunity of the bandits in 99 cases out of 100 bears witness to the shortvoorings 
of the public cuthoritics which have long bcen in cvidence sececeoe. |

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What are called " punitive cxpcditions" play a large part in the activitics 
of the Maquis. These include attacks on Germans, punishment, including cxecution, 
of traitors who denounce patriots to the Germans, attacks on the iiilitia and 
collaborating police officinls, the disarming of police officials and so on. 

‘The dlandestine paper Frane-Tireur reported that in one month 63 agents, of Germany 
had been exccuted by the "oroupcs francs" of the Resistance Movement #¢-/ Here again, 
great carc. is takcn to restrict the activities of the Maquis to what is strictly 
neccessary for patriotic reasons, In an intervicw published in the Swiss press a 
member of the linquis has given a detailed analysis of the attitude of the llaquis 
towards the problem of cxccuting Quislings. 


"We do not", he said, "“cxccute the French who sincerely Wish for a 
rapprochencent with Germany, but only those who consciously or not act 
against us and help the Germans to fight us. AlL1 patriots would impose this 
penalty on the traitors in any occupicd country. We punish the following 
kinds of treachery: Some time ago a French offictr was arrested by the 
Gestapo at Lyons, On an order from his chicfs he had hidden some documents 
regarding the identity of sevcral officers bclonging to our intelligence 
service, Faithful to his honour hc refused to surrender them, Transferred 
from his. prison to a hotcl occupicd by the German policc, he was left alone 
in a sitting room until the cvening, Then the Gcrmen sentry had the duty of 
bringing him back to his cell by tram. He succeceded in escaping during the 
transfer and cntered a restaurant disguised as 2 Washer=-up and began this new 
work, Instead of hiding him the ovmer of the restaurant denounced hin to the 
Gestapo, a detachnent of which arrived and killed the French officer on the 
spot. Weedless to say this restaurant omer was cxccuted by. us.

c try to remedy as much as possible the arbitrary character of these 
executions, I could tell you of precise cascs in whichresistance representatives 
heave attempted, at the peril of their lives, to warn traitors in their own 
homes, The following case is typical: ./. youth aged 21 denowmeced some 
patriots. ide requcstcd the pricst of the parish to draw his attention to 
the risks he ran. The youth was warned twicc, but it was no good, We were 
thus obliged to put an end to the threat of death he represented to our 
comrades, Thesc cxecutions are most painful. to us, but they are necessary. 
We defend ourselves against those who : ight against us. We knovw that one 
day we shall have to answer for our acts to France, . that is why we 
carefully kecp dossitrs, For cach case we kecp a record with the reasons, 
motives, datcs and proofs. When thesc documcnts are made public they will 
be as valid as the records of those sentenced to death by court fiartial. 
if this were not the case, the "maquis" soldicrs would not accept or partici- 
pate in the executions, We struggle for liberty and we will not make a 
mockery of it beforc cnjoying it". (La. NULSSC, 9.11.43)

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The Maquis groups also include in thcir activitics sabotagc opcrations, It 
is difficult to give a cohcrent picture however of the extent to which sabotage 
entcrs intc their programme as they work in close co-operation with resistant 
elements omong the workers, and it is.therefore oftcn impossible to distinguish, 
in specific operations, the respective sharcs of thc Maquis and of the workers. 
Like the F.T.P.F. they attach considerable importance to the sabotage of German 
‘trensport, cndcavouring to derail munition trains ond German War transport in 
gencral,. 


It is perhapsfortheirsolidarity, as showm in the often spectacular rcescucs 

of their comrades, that the Maquis will above all live in French memory. 

it has recently becn yvevenled by Madame Aubrae that 71. persons ’ 

had been rescued from the Gestapo by the organisation with which she was working. 
The clandestine paper La France (September 1943) describes how 10 young men of 
the Maquis captured by the Vichy Police and condemned to hard labour for life 
after an affray with the "gcondarmerie" were rescued in August by their comrades 
while they were being tronsferred from Ricm to Eyssc (Tarn et Garonne).

The men of the IMeaquis regard themselves as mobilized in France's secret army. 
Not the least of their tasks is therefore to maintain morale, to encourage their 
compatriots by demonstration of their disciplined and organised strength. Wherever 
it is possible without danger, towns and villages in the vicinity of Maquis camps. 
are the scene from time to time of patriotic demonstrations, processions, for 
example, and ceremonics in front of the war memorial. 


| The most irmpressive of these was the demonstration which took place on 
November llth last at Oyonnax, a town of 12,000 inhabitants in the «iin, when the 
ilaquis occupied the towm and hcld an armistice day ccremony in front of the war 
memorial, Describing this event, the North .frican paper Combat writes: 


"On November llth, the anniversary of the victory of 1918, one town in 
France, while still under. cnemy occupation and in spite of the Gestapo and 
-. the Governnent of traitors which for 3 years has tried to convince us of our 


dcef'cat, celebrated, before all the others, its forthcoming liberation.

What It Does Not Do 


The Vichy .zuthoritics have endeavoured to turn public opinion against the 
Maquis, first by accusing them of looting, banditry-and other criminal activities 
and secondly, by inventing instances where there was a dearth of evidence to 
support ,such accusations. it is naturally impossible, however stringent are the 
precautions taken to be certain that a small criminal element does not use for its 
own ends the favourable conditions created by public sympathy. The fact that this 
has happened from time to time docs in fact go to show, if any further evidence 
were nécded, the widesprcad public support of the diaquis (sve for example story 
published in the Matin 14-15, 5.43 of a man who posed as a fugitive from the 
labour service, who had cscaped from Germany and was receiving moncy at the rate 

, | of 600 francs a day and enough ration books to cnable him to live comfortably). 


The measures taken to deal with bandits are severe and may even include 
exccution. The Swiss. press has reported, for cxample, the case of a man whose 
body was discovered by the road and in one of whose pockets a paper was found in 
which was written the following statcmcnt: "Guilty of desertion on the internal 
front in wartime; relations with the internal enemy; various thefts, and arson 
in wartime; ecxecuted by the resistance movement after sentence". The man had 
deserted from the resistance movement in ordcr to loot and Was accused of. bclonging 
to a band which had relations with the occupation troops, in ordcr to obtain money 


(La Suigse, 11.11.43). 


The practice of Warning criminals, political or others, who have rendcred 
themselves liable to punishment by the #iaquis, by sending them a small coffin or 
a drawing of one, has frequcntly been attributed in ncutral press reports to the 
Maquis, This has, however, been categorically denied, The representative of the 
Mequis intervicwed by the Feuille d'uvis (20.11.43) specifically denied that 
members of the liaquis scent traitors who were to be exccuted small coffins in order 
to warn them, - Neither the Maquis people nor the men belonging to shock: groups 
ever sent anybody a small coffin, The fact that men:sentenced to death by the 
resistance movement have 'received them was to be attributed to personal revenge. 
When a man was condemed to death, he received a written copy of his sentence, 


In one district the i‘naquis police put up the following noticc in order to 
dissociate the movement from criminal pangs which had becn extorting ransom from 
impending victins: 3 ; 


"For some time persons, principally Italians or French nationals, have been 
ransoned, or threatcned with dcath in the name of the Maquis or in that of the 
National Liberation Cormittce, which groups have nothing in common with the 
perpetrators of these deeds, The }‘aquis police informs gangsters that, if they 
exact the smallest sum of monoy, or attempt to take anybody's life, they will 
be immediately put to death on the public square so that nobody may be unaware 
of their exccution". 3 : | 


This proclamation was Signed by the Maquis police, (Courrier de Govéve P 17.11.43)

It cannot be over-emphasized that in carrying out what are technically illegal 
operations the winquis docs all that is humanly possible to prevent criminal 
lawlessness or private vengeance. The leaders of the underground movement are 
not unaware of the inevitable social dangers of introducing young men, many of 
whor arc still only adolescent, to . life of hazard outside the ordinary ruies of 
socicty. ii, Vallée a delegate of the Resistance iiovement, has spoken movingly of 
the problem of re=cducation and adaptation of these young men which France will : 
have to tackle after the war, 


“ic trained young people" he said "to think nothing of killing, killing 
that might resemble assassination more than war,.we trained them to forge 
identity papers, to use false ration books, to losc all sense of 
traditional decency, and we never lost awareness of the problem it would be 
aftcr the wars to make our outlaws again into o civilised democratic 
corriunity" (Talk broadcast by the BsB.C. Forecs Programme 17.1.4 and 
published in the Listcner 27.1.4).

With reference to my telegram No.556 of May llth, I have the honour to 
transmit to you hérewith the official text of the debate on Resistance which 
took place in the Consultative Assembly on May 10th. 


2. Ina short opening speech, the President of the Assembly paid a fitting 
tribute to Holland and Belgium on the anniversary of their invasion by Germany 
and at the same time referred to the recent ceremonies commemorating the 
liberation of Tunisia. He then proceeded to submit to the Assembly a draft 
resolution congratulating Marshal Stalin and the Soviet people on their 
brilliant victory at Sebastopol. This resolution was adopted unanimously 
amidst considerable applause. 


3. M. Ferriere, President of the Resistance Group, after explaining to 
the Assembly that it was all important to provide their comrades in France 

. With every facility in their power and to redouble their efforts for the \co- 
ordination of the activities of the Armies of Resistance inside France, pointed 
out that the help already given was still insufficient. It would help France 
if the British and Americans were asked to take all possible steps to spare the 
Civil population from the aerial bombardments preparatory to Allied landings, 
and to arm and give guidance to the Resistance Movement. On behalf of the 
French Committee of National Liberation M. d'Astier, Commissioner for the 
interior, expressed his deep appreciation of the heroism of the Army of Resist- 
ance and gave a harrowing account of conditions in France and the sufferings of 
the population. For example, the latter had been forced to pay 800 milliards - 
of francs. Apart from the daily payment of 850,000,000 francs were the far- 

' reaching requisitions and systematic pillage by the German Army. The health 
and food situation was causing anxiety. The daily ration.of 2,400 calories 
had fallen to 1,500 in January and today only stood at 1,000. The meat ration 
in Paris was 175 grammes and cooking fats were often unobtainable. The potato 
crop had hardly amounted to 40,000,000 hundredweight. Crops of dried | ) 
vegetables were likely to be short. Out of the one and a half million hundred- 
weight of meat last year, only 200,000 had reached the consumer. ‘The Germans 
had taken 2,500 tons of butter out of a total production of 8,300.tons. This 
showed how important it was to build up proper reserves and provide transport 
facilities for the day of liberation. Germany was removing the fit and sending 
back persons wrecked in health. The percentage of consumption at repatriation 
centres was abnormally high. The Vichy Government were mobilising the French 
population for work. Recently 300,000 Frenchmen had to be sent to work with 
the Todt organisations. Lack of labour in Germany was such that personnel had’ 
to be taken from factories in France which were working for Germany. It was 
only the "Maquis" that could interfere with mass deportation amd immobilise | 
large German forces. The only German weapons were repression and reprisals. — 
Marshal Rommel himself had estimated that more than 300,000, Frenchmen were 
living as outlaws. At the end of Jamuary 194 Marshal Rumptedt stated that 
Resistance troops numbered 175,000. Among the measures taken by Marshal 
Rommell were the appointment of a Chief of Police in whom the Gestapo had | 
confidente, the internment of all Frenchmen between the ages of 18 and 60 and ~ 
the transfer of the Vichy Government to Versailles. More than 700,000 persons 
had been evacuated from the Mediterranean sea-board and German authorities had — 
worked out plans which would be put into effect when a landing took place. Le hy pe 

‘According to Vichy, 76,000 persons had been shot. in Paris and the Paris ee ai ct 
alone, whilst altogether 120,000 Frenchmen had been shot and 400,000 interne: i"; 
without counting deportees. The worst traitors were the organisers and the

Lie M. d‘Astier assured the Assembly that supplies of munitions’ to.France 
had improved thanks to the efforts made by the Allies. Unfortunately the. late 
arrival of these-supplies had proved costly, as the Germans had. been able to take 
counter measures. The Resistance Groups in France should be given a status. for 
they formed a special part of the French Army. The matter would shortly be 
examined by the French Committee of National Liberation. - The un-uniformed 
Resistance Groups constituted an adwance guard of the army of invasion and were 
be Oy Allied troops engaged on the Western Front. They must be given 

= Gl Ade, SUPPOrt particularly from the air. In conclusion he drew attention to 
s situation which had arisen and endangered the proper development of 
stance Movement, namely <the.restrictions on communications between 

end Iondon. The principle was natural, but its application without 
Mmamation constituted a grave error. France , which ranked third in the 
Grt, had not e Yree hand to run her own affairs. These restrictions 
woul have a bad effect both on the success of the Resistance Movement and the 
speed of communications. 


5» M. d'Astier was follow21 by other delegates, all of whom emphasised the 
need for the maximum effort being ~iven to the Resistance Movement. It was 
suggested that in view of the impor”:.-ce and requirements of the movement “‘¢°' 
special organisation of a military che. .cter should be set up with the French 
Committee of National Liberation for the ccordination of effort of the Resistance 
Groups and consultation with the interested Commissioners on problems as they 
arose. There was also some criticism on the ban on communications which _ 
prevented proper contact with Resistance authorities in France. M. Bonte, f nu 
Communist deputy, referred in particular to the reprisals taken against French 
patriots as the result of the Algiers trials. The Communist Party, he said, 
had protested strongly against these acts of vengeance. Men like Derrien, : 
Peyrouton, Bergeret and Tixier-Vignancourt, should be brought to justice as a 
reprisal. These observations were received by the Assembly in silence. 

M. Hauriou, leader of the Independent Resistance Group, admitted that the 
supplies of arms had durins the last four months improved. For this he wisheé 
to thank the Committee, t]: Allies and particularly the British. He emphasised 
the need for the closest jact with Resistance Groups and regretted the delays 
in communication. This jue to the fact that it’ was impossible for the 
Government to use the di; Matic bag. He fully understood the need for secrecy 
about military operations ut the complete suppression of all means of 
communication endangered ting off Metropolitan Resistance from the Algiers 
Govermment. It was nec.@viry to work out with the Allies a modus vivendi, which 
whilst respecting milita:‘9# secrets, permitted the Resistance Groups to communic- 
ate with the National ConMitiee. He took strong exception to the issue of the 
"Stars and Stripes" of May ‘rd which had published an article to the effect that 
the State Department refused to recognise the French Committee owing to the 
alleged dictatorial tendencies of General de Gaulle. He pointed out that the 
Resistance Movement had only recognised General de Gaulle as their chief, when he 
had declared his intention of liberating France and re-establishing a Republic. | 
They all had too much confidence in the word of the General to suppose for a 
moment that he was aspiring to impose a dictatorship on France. It was true 
that de Gaulle now exercised a control in the political, economic and military 
spheres but this concentration of power was required by the necessities of war. , 


6. The Commissioner for the Interior wound up the debate by saying that the 
Government was fully conscious of its responsibilities and that extensive | 
efforts had been made to distribute arms in France. An Order of the Day was 
then passed unanimously calling upon the Government to give full and effective 
aid to the Resistance Movement in France and to organise regular contact between 
the National Council of Resistance and the Resistance Group and members of the 
Consultative Assembly. It also expressed confidence that the French Committee 
of Natiomal Liberation would take immediate steps (a) to accord some status to 
the forces of Resistance in France who would without delay have to be incorpor- 
ated in the French regular army, and to improve their supplies of arms, and (b) 
to give the "Comite d'action" full financial assistance and change it into a 


real centre of coordination of effort.

M. le Président. — L’ordre du jour ap- 
pelle le débat sur l’aide @ la Resistance en 
France. : 


La parole est & M. Ferriére, Président cu 
Groupe de la Résistance. 


M. Ferriére. — Fidéle & sa jeune tradition 
qui est de consacrer une de ses premiéres 
séances & la Résistance en France, ]’Assem- 
blée a accepté que cet aprés-midi soit con- 
sacré & un tel débat. 


Mais il ne faudrait point que la France 
croit que c’est seulement en séance publi- 
que qu’on se préoccupe de la Résistance. 
Cette question est le sujet de toutes nos 
inquiétudes, de tous nos efforts, de tous nos 
espoirs. 


Il ne s’agit pas seulement de rendre hom- 
mage aux efforts obscurs, désintéresses de 
nos camarades, mais encore de leur pro- 
curer tous les moyens pour leur permettre 
de tenir un réle dont l’importance est ca- 
_ pitale, tant du point de vue moral que mi- 
litaire. - 


Vous le savez, la Résistance a conservé 
& la France son visage d’honneur et aussi 
de liberté, d’égalité, de fraternité (Vifs ap- 
plaudissements.). Notre pays a préféré l’hon- 
neur & la trahison. Notre Nation n’hésite 
pas & marcher sur le seyl chemin que lui 
ait légué l’histoire : le chemin de la liber- 
té. Ici, nous devons tout faire pour l’aider. 
Nos efforts sont faibles et nos _ sacrifices 
minimes par rapport @ ceux des milliers de 
volontaires qui en France luttent, se bat- 
tent et meurent.

Dans ce bref tableau de la situation de 
la résistance francaise, j’ai évoqué les di- 
verses forces qui la composent. Ces forces 
que le Gouvernement appelle les Forces 
Francaises de l’Intérieur, doivent étre dotées 
dun statut, car elles constituent un élé- 
ment particulier de Yarmée francaise. Un 
vrojet, qui a été étudié en accord avec la 
Commission restreinte sera examiné pro- 
Phainement par le Comité francais de la 
Libération nationale. | 


Notre tache n’est pas encore terminée et 
ie demande a V Assemblée de m’apporter son 
aide, afin que ce statut puisse prendre une 
valeur internationale. 


L’activité du Comité de la Résistance en 
France a également porté sur la structure 
administrative de la Métropole. Je profite 
de cette. occasion pour adresser un appel 
solennel aux fonctionnaires restés en Fran- 
ee et qui s’ingénient & limiter les dégats 
eausés par lenvahisseur. Je leur demande 
de préter un concours entier aux résistants 
francais. (Applaudissements.) 


Dans ce domaine, j’attire Yattention sur 
deux points capitaux. 


Tout d’abord, une premiére tache n’a pas 
encore. été accomplie. Les résistants sans 
vviforme constituent l’avant-garde de l’ar- 
mée d’invasion et sont les seules trounes 
alliées engagées sur le front, occidental (Av- 
nlaudissements). Il importe donc de leur 
annorter une aide tactique, comvortant no- 
temment un,apvpui aérien. Les effets d’une 
earence profonde sur ce point se feront sen- 


tig loin aprés la victoire. Les combattants 
franeais constatent que certains obiectifs 
allemands désienés ne sont pas attaaués et 
ees: d’en. éprouver une amertume que 

la victoire fera difficilement disparaitre. Or, 


au. premier rang les organisateurs et les

ey efforts que j’ai poursuivis pour joe 

& cette situation sont restés vains. Il fqut 
donc accomplir d’urgence cette tache essen- 
tielle pour laquelle VY’appui de l’Assemblée 
me sera précieux au plus haut degré. 


Enfin, je crois devoir signaler une situa- 
tion grave et préjudiciable au développe- 
ment de l’effort de la Résistance francaise. 
Il s’agit du régime des communications en- 
tre Alger et Londres. Le principe est natu- 
rel, mais son application, sans aucune dis- 
crimination, est une faute grave. La puis- 
sance francaise qui vient au troisiéme rang 
dans l’effort de guerre, ne peut diriger, en 


‘| toute souveraineté, les forces de son pays. 


Ces mesures péseront sur le sort de la ré- 
sistance et influeront sur la rapidité de: 
relations entre le Gouvernement provisoire 
et les forces de l’intérieur 


Je mie retourne vers Ja France et, de cette 
tribune d’oh mes pensées parviennent 4 nos 
camarades, je veux leur que nous con- 
naissons l’importance de leur effort et qu’ils 
ont tous notre confiance. 


A titre d’exemple, la libération de la Cor- 
se prouve que les résistants peuvent pren- 
dre les décisions qu’imposera l’état de notre 
pays. 


Nous savons aussi que nos responsabilités 
sont en rapport direct avec leurs sacrifices. 
Pas une heure, pas un jour, nous ne nous 
laisserons distraire de la t&che & accomplir 
et nous ne laisserons éteindre l’inspiration 
qu’ils ont mise en nous. 


Je veux affirmer que tous ici sommes leurs 
mandataires et que nous remettrons notre 
mandat entre les mains de la résistance et 
du peuple de France. ‘(Vifs applaudisse- 
ments.) 


M. le Président. — Je demande 4 ‘1’As- 
semblée de s’associer au vibrant hommage 
qui a été rendu & la résistance francaise en 
le levant et en observant une minute de si- 
lence. 


L’Assemblée, debout, observe une minute 
de silence. 


M. Claudius. — Nous ne pouvons décrire 
les angoisses et les souffrances de ceux qui 
attendent la libération du territoire métro- 
politain, dans la lutte sourde qu’ils ménent 
contre l’ennemi allemand et Vichy. Je ne 
puis oublier l’effroyable répression et le sou- 
venir de visages amis et de camarades qui 
tombent chaque jour pour le salut de la 
Patrie. : 


La présence d’un peuple entier, debout et 
uni contre ses bourreaux, nous impose des 
devoirs sans limite. Au sein du Comité d’ac- 
tion, notre camarade d’Astier a mérité les 
éloges des F.F.I. Des améliorations ont été 
apportées aux patriotes, en matiére de ra- 
vitaillement et d’armement. 


Cette aide est malheureusement trop li- 
mitée. Nous devons nous rendre compte que 
la guerre est commencée en France et que 
nos forces sont attaquées par des forces su- 
%rieures en nombre. 


’ Je tiens & affirmer que les forces de la 
Résistance sont plus qu’une avant-garde :; 
elles constituent I’ francaise, une qui 
se bat sur d’autres fronts. 


Elle doit sentir derriére elle les forces ré- 
culiéres de la Libération. 


Certaines mesures qu’il est nécessaire de 
prévoir ne dépendent pas exclusivement de 
la bonne volonté de notre Gouvernement, . 
mais nous devons faire comprendre & nos 
Alliés que l’aide & la Résistance s’accorde 


‘avec leur intérét matériel et moral. Leur in- 
"térét matériel parce que la destruction d’u- 


ne usine ou d’un centre de production en- 
nemi economise la vie de leurs soldats, leur 
intérét moral parce que pour un résultat 
identique, ils ne détruisent pas des vies 
francaises et aussi, parce qu’en faisant Si 
si confiance~& la Résistance, ils renouen 
la fraternité d’armes de tou Pag ve 
alliées. 

‘Pour sttendte Vappui allié, nous devons 
faire nous-mémes tout ce que nous pouvonis, 
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en vue de secouer lindifférence de certain’ 
milieux pour tout ce qui‘concerne la Ré~“ 

tance. Nous devons faire comprendre 4a |’ar- 
mée que la Résistance n’est pas une in- 
vention de mythomane, que tout ce qui se 
passe en France présente un caractére sé- 
rieux et urgent. Il est nécessaire que 1’Ar- 
mée, l’ayant compris, n’hésite plus 4 en- 
voyer dans la Métropole des officiers et des 
spécialistes pour encadrer et aider les F.F.I. 


Il faut forger les outils de la Résistance ; 
Yarmée doit penser aux moyens de soute- 
nir nos fréres de France et proposer aux 
alliés un plan de coopération. Nos camara- 


des ont en maintes occasions sollicité l’aic- 


de l’aviation; il convient de souligner aux 
Alliés lintérét que peut présenter pour la 
lutte contre l’ennemi les bombardements et 
le mitraillage de ses concentrations de trou- 
pes qui attaquent nos résistants. 


De méme, des envois de matériel par pa- 
rachutes rendraient plus efficace l’action des 
hommes du maquis.; des commandos mé- 
me pourraient étre prévus pour renforcer 
la lutte et soulager leurs efforts. Quel — 
ccnfort ce serait pour nos soldats de lin. 
térieur que de voir les cocardes tricolores de 
nos Alliés se pencher vers eux et leur ap- 
porter aide et assistance. 


Certains centres de résistance de la zone 
sud sont bien placés du point de vue tacti- 
que. Il serait essentiellement utile d’orga- 
niser partout des centres de Tésistance bier 
agencés qui entreraient en action au mo- 
ment opportun. Tout un plan doit étre dres- 
sé, en cette matiére, pour répondre & toutes 
les hypothéses d’action. 3 


Mais pour que ce plan soit dressé et appli- 
qué, il faut qu’un organisme spécial se‘ 
créé auprés du Comité francais de la Lihé- 
ration nationale. Cet organisme & caractére 
militaire utiliserait tactiquement les F.FJ. et 
toutes les forces de la Résistance. La créa- 
tion de cet organisme conduirait A recon- 
sidérer la composition du Comité d’action sur 
la France. A ce propos, je veux souligner no- 
tre étonnement de ne pas voir siéger a” 
Sein de ce comité certains chefs de Ja résis- 
tance qui pourtant font partie du Gouver- 
nement. C’est avec regret que nous consta- 
tons de la représentation au sein de cet 
organisme est plus administrative que tech- 
nique. Nous sommes persuadés que nos ca- 
marades irnorent cet état de choses. S’i’ 
Vapprena‘-~t. ils ne comvrendraient pas 
au’on ait r“cligé de réunir des hommes dont 
action avrait pu utilement s’associer et se 
combiner. 


Le Comité spécial dont nous souhaitons 
ja création pourrait appeler en consultation 
les Commissaires intéressés aux questions 
‘ont iis s’occuperaient et certains représen- 
‘tants qualifiés de la Résistance suscentibles 


= les ¢clairer sur des problémes détermi- 
nes 


Tl nest pas question pour nous de faire 
des injonctions au Gouvernement, mais de 
hii apporter la température de cette ma- 
tiére vivante qu’est la Résistance. 


Le Comité d’action sur la France doit étre 
un ormanisme vermanent. car la résistance 
travaille maintenant 4 une cadence de plus 
en vlus accélérée. Il devra commander en 
matéres militaire et dispoSera a cet effet de 
movens d’action efficaces. 

L’outil de travail de la résistance étant 
ainsi mis au point et renforcé, nous pour- 
rions attendre la libération de la France 
avec la satisfaction d’avoir permis ainsi de 
la rendre plus rapide. 


Nous demandons également au Gouverne- 
ment de prévoir des secours pour les vetives 
et les orphelins des résistants. La répression 
ennemie devient chaque jour plus terrible, 
nous ne devons nas laisser sans aide les fem- 
mes et les enfants de ceux qui meurent pour 
la France. Il faut que les Services sociaux de 
la résistance qui sont organisés par les fem- 
mes en France recoivent le maximum de se- 
cours. Nous ne payerons jamais assez cher 
ceux aui sacrifient tout pour aque la France 
vive te) nouveau librement. (Applaudisse-

M. Berlioz, — Le 15 janvier, le journal 
clandestin « La défense de la France », sous 
le titre : « La France est en guerre », disait 
en substance : « L’allemand nous pille; nous 
affame, nous massacre ; Francais, ne comp- 
tez que sur votre force, ne yous. ber- 

puis la publication 


féroces dont les récit& sont aussi poign 
que ceux des combats qui se livrent sur les 
fronts officiels. 


L’impérialisme fascidte allemand, rejeté 
de Stalingrad a recommanceée la guerre sur 
notre territoire, guerre qu’il avait cru ga- 
gnée en juin 1940. Il frémit & la perspective 
d’attaques gui finiront bien par se produire 
et il veut, a tout prix, éviter que les forces 
francaises reconstituées ne le prennent @ re- 
vers. Il cherche & paralyser les masses par 
la terreur. 


Le Nazisme poursuit en méme temps la 
destruction de la face francaise. 


Le dépérissement lent de la population 
n’allait pas assez vite, Ilheure est venue 
des grendes tueries. M. le Commissaire & 
l’Intérieur vous a brossé l’épouvantable ta- 
bleau des massacres réalisés par la solca- 
tesqiuie allemande aidée dans cette tache 
horrible, par un ram@ssis de criminels de 
droit commun. Chaque jour @’opération 
coGte cher & la France. C’est & nouveau 
la guerre @’extermination délibérée pareille 
& celle organisée en juin 1940, lorsque les 
avions ajlemands mitraillaient sur les rou- 
tes les longues fi'es de ferfimes et d’enfants. 
Cepencant, depuis 1940, quelque chose a 
changé: la France a retrouvé son 4me, il 


n’y a plus d’hésitation et de’recul devant Ia. 


lutte. La France avait roulé dans les té- 
nébres de l’abime, elle remonte, elle s"éléve 
vers le soleil de la gloire. Elle rentre dans 
la guerre que lui avait fait perdre ses faus- 
ses élites contre lesquelles elle s’est. révoltée, 
mais dont l’esprit semble subsister en cer- 
tains milieux & Alger. (Applaudissements.) 


La France prouve qu’elle est restée un 
erand peuple. Peut-étre l’automne de 1943 
fut-il une période cifficile & traverser pour 
les éléments les moins bien trempés de la 
Résistance, pour les patriotes qui conce- 
vaient l’ouverture d’un second front comme 
une panacée. 


L’apmroche d’un quatriéme hiver, le man- 


que de moyen de défense, les déceptions- 


provoquées par la stagnation des opérations 
sur le front c’Italie,* impression que I’é- 
chéance était retardée d’autant, ont pro- 
voqué une lassitude momentanée. 


Il faut ajouter @ cela le sentiment d’iso- 
lement moral éprouvé par les patriotes. de 
honne volonté. Un brouillard politique sem- 
blait s’étendre sur Alger ot l’on ne distin- 
guait pas une ligne gouvernementale claire. 


Tl faut se représenter également les ef- 
fets sur les esprits tendus de la propagande 
de Goebbels. 


Dans ces conditions, d’aucuns ont pu se 
demander si, des institutions d’Alger éma- 
nent l’esprit nouveau, les méthodes nou- 
velles exigées par les masses francaises. 


Au fond, ces minutes de confusion et de 
découregement chez des Francais sincéres, 
dans une atmosphére de nervosité excusa- 
ble, étaient le résultat ce cet- attentisme 
dont notre camarade Pourtalet, disait a la 
session derniéve, qu’il était la principale ar- 
me de l’ennemi.... : 


M. Bonte. — Permettez-moi de vous inter- 
rompre. Vous venez de parler d’attentisme. 

Tl y a quelques semaines, sous prétexte 
de représailles contre certaines décisions des 
tribunaux réguliers d’Alger contre la trahi- 
som, Ces hommes, que dis-je, des bandits, 
descendus au degré le plus bas ont décidé 
des sanctions contre les familles des pa- 
triotes demeurées en France. 

Pour ces hommes les massacres de Ché- 
teaubriant, les tueries nouvelles & la Dar- 
nand ne suffisaient pas ! T] s’en eo 
maintenant aux femmes, aux enfants de 
ceux qui tiennent haut le drapeau de la 
liberté ! Est-ce que nous allons rester iner- 


ites ? Est-ce que nous n’alions pas répondre, 


alors qu’un sentiment de colére et d’indi- 
gnation a traversé le monde ? 


En ce nous concerne, nous commu- 
nistes, Yémotion qui nous étreint, 
nous sommes intervenus avec vigueur. Les 
députés communistes ont élevé une protes- 
tation violerite, une protestation véhémente. 
Ils ont demandé ys réponde par des ac- 
tes élémentaires justice. Nous avons ici 
sous la main des hommes qui ont trahi, les 
Derrien, les Peyrouton, les Tixier-Vignan- 
court, les Bergeret. Ils doivent passer de- 
vant les tribunaux ce la, Justice populaire 
et payer les chatiments qu’on fait subir en 
France aux femmes et aux enfants des pa- 
triotes. 


Et puisqu’on a parlé d’attentisme, com- 
ment se fait-il que notre résolution publié¢e 
par « Alger-Républicain » et « Liberté >», 
demandant un juste chitiment pour Der- 
rien et réclamant des armes les pa- 
triotes, n’ait pu étre lue in lement a 


la Radio par notre camarade Fajofi ? 


Cette intervention nous permettra et per- 
mettra au Comité francais de la Libération 
nationale de dire aux traitres de Vichy 
qu’ils paieront leurs crimes et qu’ils seront 
chatiés comme ils le méritent. 


M. Berlioz. — Les: hommes qui étaient dé- 
couragés étaient au fond eux aussi victimes 
ce l’attentisme maintes fois condamné. Les 
patriotes étaient fatigués d’attendre le jour 
« J ». Les victoires de l’armée rouge ont 
réussi fort heureusement 4 raffermir les 
confiances ébranlées. 


La libération de la Corse, & son tour, in- 
diqua la voie & suivre. Elle fut un magnifi- 
que exemple. Elle montra qu’elle avait été 
montée sans dépendre d’une aide extérieure. 


Les organisations de la résistance, qui 
possédent une ligne de conduite forte et 
constante, aicérent alors 4 éclairer la route. 


Dans son bulletin d’octobre: « La vie du 
parti », le Comité central du parti commu- 
niste francais déclarait qu'il fallait faire en 
sorte que les esprits fussent orientés vers 
la, conviction que le peuple francais doit 
étre le principal artisan de sa libération. 


Tous les conseils de patience sont repous- 
sés. C’est pourtuoi nous sommes entrés 
‘maintenant dans une phase plus active. Le 
peuple francais entend faire de l’année 1944 
année de sa libération. . , 


Tl fait la guerre, il a désormais pris son 
avenir dans ses mains. 


Le Parti communiste regrette que la Pres- 
se ou la Radio n’aient pas donné un comp- 
te-rendu de cette atmosphére qui régne en 
France. 


A Alger, les habitudes sont trop tranquil- 
les. (Trés bien, trés bien !) Il faut que nous 
élevions nos f{mes & la hauteur de celles 
des combattants de l’intérieur. Ici, on bai- 
ene dans l’atmosphére de la « dréle de guer- 
re », celle qui fut le prolongement, natu- 
rel de Munich. (Applaudissements). 


Si les délégués du Front National, seule 
organisation de la ce non re - 
tée & l’Assemblée Consultative, avaient pu 
surmonter les obstacles incompréhensibles 
au’ils ont rencontrés pour venir ici, ils nous 
auraient donné des détails fort intéressants 
‘sur la vie actuelle de la Résistance. 


De méme, les Francs-Tireurs et Partisans 
nourraient dire pourquoi les commandants 
de légion de Gendarmerie ne mentionnent 
nlus les luttes qu’ils ont & soutenir contre 
les patriotes : elles deviennent trop nom- 
breuses et sont trop bien exécutées. Si les 
opérations des patriotes pouvaient étre gé- 
néralisées, entre autres, par l’envoi d’explo- 
sifs,. elles trés avantageuse- 
aériens alliés.

Ces grévistes sont soutenus par la compli- 
cité de toute une population. Nous pour- 
rions multiplier les exemples. Bornons-nous 
& rappeler l’appel patriotique & la Résis- 
tance qué, dressé sur son établi, un chemi- 
not de Dijon adressait & ses ye me gga 
ébranlés par les exhortations du Préfet. 

Yvry, des ouvriéres ont réussi 4 faire Sala 
cher des otages qu’emmenaient les soudards 
allemands. Le vrai visage de la France au 
combat, on le voit dans cette réponse des 
mineurs de Lens au Préfet qui leur de- 
mandaient ce qu’ils désiraient : <« Yous vou- 
lons des fusilsYf > 


Avec de pareils combattants, les seuls pro- 
blémes qui se posent pour la C.G.T., sont 
ceux de Yelorelonemaael et de la générali- 
sation des gréves et ceux de l’organisation 
de groupes armés pour riposter aux troupes 
ennemies. Et c’est bien parce qu'il sentait 
que ces problémes approchaient de leur s0- 
lution que Darnand a fait décider que le 
1** mai serait féte chémée. Cette reculade 
est une défaite ! De tout cela, nous devons 
retenir que l’on s’efforce, la-bas, de passer 
an stade supérieur de coordination de I’ac- 
tion de force, & VYéxtension des guérillas, 
aui, sont le prélude de la levée en masse. 
Le 16 mars,’ le Conseil National de la Ré- 
sistance a exposé son programme d'action, 
a établi son plan de stratégie claire et vi- 
voureuse, et a précisé qu'il fallait écarter 
tout ce qui génerait V’action de l’insurrec- 
tion armée. Et il faut déplorer que la Pres- 
se et la Radio n’aient qu’imparfaitement pu- 
blié ce document capital, en en amoindris- 
sant ainsi la portée. 


Rappelons donc que la Erance combat- 


trés simples : Tout en adjurant nos alliés 
anglais et américains de ne pas décevoir 
plus longtemps l’espoir mis en eux, procla- 
mer qu’on ne se contente pas de la résis- 
tance passive, mais que l’on développera la 
résistance active jusqu’é l’insurrection na- 
tionale. Faire participer tous les Francais 4 
la. lutte sous l’égide des Comités de la" 
bération, grouper les inorganisés, et appuyer 
Vaction: pour la t&che essentielle de mobi- 
liser Y’armée des résistants. Les formations 
de la Résistance ne doivent pas constituer 
un privilége glorieux réservé a quelaues- 
uns, mais étre ouvertes & tots les réfrac- 
taires. & tous les patriotes encore inorgani- 
sés. Soulignons, en passant, que la C.G”™ 
avait fait sien ce point de vue. Ne pas étr’: 
une armée « en conserve ». L’Etat-Maior 
doit lancer ses formations dans une guerre 
de harcélement, plutét que dans des be. 
tailles rangées. Et aussi organiser la coor- 
dination militaire avec le onaesnas de la po- 
nulation. 


Ainsi, si les circonstances sont favorable: 
— et les patriotes les feront favorables — 
pourrons-nous, grace & l’armée nouvelle ir 
sue du peuple, arracher & V’ennemi des Zo- 
res tout entiéres de territoires. Nous y or- 
ganiserons lY’ordre, & l’exemple de la vail- 
lante Yougoslavie, ou le prestigieux maré 
chal Tito a remis au peuple les territoir~' 
reconouis sur l’ennemi. Certes, ce program- 
me est ambitieux, grandiose,’ mais il n’ev'-, 
te pas sculement sur le papier, puisque, tous 
les jours, les patriotes écrivent avec lev~ 
sang les pages de V’histoire de France. 7" 
ne demandent pas qu’on les plaigne, qu’or 
les loue, mais. qu’on leur donne les moyens 
indispensables & la lutte. Aidons-les, consa-. 
crons & cette aide tous nos instants, car 
chaque minute qui passe prolonge l’exter- 
mination des meilleurs fils de la France, 
sans lesquels on ne pourrait pas recons- 
truire la Patrie.

On nous dit que des améliorations ont été 
apportées dans le rythme de cet armement, 
qu’un patriote sur dix ou sur cing est con- 
venablement armé, alors qu'il y a six mois 
il n’y en avait qu’un sur vingt. Ce n’est 
pas assez, Yon veut plus de soldats. Sur 
ce terrain, Yavons déja dit, il est bon 
de savoir d’abord compter sur nous-mémes. 


Aprés mon ami Fajon, je répéte qu’il con- 
vient de s’adresser & tous nos Alliés, sans 
exception. Des armes ont été prises a )’ar- 
mée allemande ; elles pourraient étre uti- 
lisées var les patriotes avec les munition: 
dont ils s’empareraient sur place. 


Malgré des ordres parvenus tardivement. 
il existe en France des dépéts d’armements 
inutilisés, que l’on conserve on se deman- 
de & quelle fin. Ceux qui se refusent 4 1 
vrer les armes sont des saboteurs de ' 
ruerre sacrée. Tl faut sans retard les désa 
vouer. 


Tl faut aussi des instructeurs aux patrio- 
tes. Le mot d’ordre diffusé par les Francs- 
Tireurs et Partisans, dans leur bullethh « L- 
France en Armes >», est en effet le suivant : 
pas un groupe de volontaires sans un of- 
ficier francais. Nous ne manquons pas, en 
Afrique du Nord, de chefs de section ovi 
veulent se battre. Mais il faut les instruire 
en fonction des conditions particuliéres de 
la guerre de guérillas. Et, au préalable, ap- 
“arait la nécessité d’une reconnaissance so-

“The Boches have aksolutely no more scruples, On the slightest pretext 
they indulge in mass arrests of men of every age, including little boys, The 
number of Frenchmen in Germany (civil or military prisoners, and workers) is

It is often emphasized that, apart from the punishment of anti-Axis activity, 
these arrests are often made on the flimsiest pretext (people are said to be shot 
for leaving a cinema while a German film is being shown, (LON/30870/44; Algiers)) or 
on none at all, Women are treated as harshly as men, An article datelined Algiers, 
December 19, 1943, and apparently sponsored by the French National Committee, claims

Details about the Army in the Maquis continue to appear, and it is said that 
"these bands are so strong and Vichy so weak that Vichy itself is. being turned into

The food situation 


The official rations described in this mail do not differ substantially from 
those. quoted in Report No. 14 (pp. 10-11). Nevertheless the amount of food, 
especially fats, that people actually receive apparently not only varics from _place 
to place and from month to month but also often falls into arrears, 

The 75 comments on the food situation generally can be classified as:-

is at present on a visit to Dakar en route for the 
United Kingdom on a special mission from General de 
GAULLE in connection with the Resistance movement. 


Ze It will be remembered that Monsieur 
LOUVEAU was District Commissioner in the Upper Ivory 
Coast in. June 1940 and immediately rallied to General 
de GAULLE. Having been summoned to Dakar by 
BOISSON, he was promptly imprisoned and later sent 

to France where he was sentenced to penal servitude 
for life, It was from the Riom prison that his 
escape was arranged by the Resistance movement, and 
after spending some months in hiding in France, he 
was able to make his escape via Spain, 


Oe On arrival at Algiers he was offered 

the post of Governor General of French Equatorial 
Africa by General de GAULLE, but preferred to accept 
his present mission in connection with the Resistance 
movement. 


4. Monsieur LOUVEAU gave a very interesting 
talk at the Chambre de Commerce at Dakar on May 27th, 
when he spoke for over an hour on his treatment at 
the hands of BOISSON and the Vichy Government. He 
also spoke of the situation in France and the | 
activities of the Resistance movement. He estimated 
that 206 of the French population were active 
members of the Resistance, 60% were “passive"

The people 
of France were expecting great things from the 
Empire and the task of the people of French West 
Africa and the Empire was to push production to the 
utmost of their capabilities; everything which the 
Empire could produce would be required in France. He 
realised that many people in French West Africa had 
had a long sojourn in the Colony, but it was useless 
to sit back and hope for the moment when they might 
be able to return to France, Passages would be scarce 
re would be allocated according to their present 

e orts. 


6. Monsieur LOUVEAU also referred to 
criticism he had heard voiced regarding certain 
members of General de GAULLE's entourage. They must 
remember, however, that France required the 
co-operation of all Frenchmen, and though the 
Governors and high officials who had supported the 
Vichy Government would be eliminated, the fact that 
a Frenchman had carried out instructions given him 
or had a photograph of PETAIN in his office did not 
make him a traitor. Even if he were accused of 
being indiscreet, he would mention one name, viz. 
Monsieur PETERS, who had an important post in 
Monsieur PLEVEN's Ministry. Despite his past record, 
the fact that Monsieur PLEVEN had been prepared to 
give him his confidence should be sufficient for 
them, He was a very able man and his services were 


useful to France, 


Te Monsieur LOUVEAU, who spoke without

notes, made a very excellent impression and was 
loudly cheered by a packed hall, In view of the 
outspoken nature of his address, it was not 
surprising that his speech was not reproduced in - 
the local press. 


8. In private conversation with me, Monsieur 
LOUVEAU referred to the very marked pro-British 
feelings which existed in France, while on the other 
hand the Americans were becoming increasingly 
unpopular; one of the main reasons was their 
haphazard bombing from great heights as compared 
with the very accurate bombing of the Royal Air Force, 
The failure of Great Britain and the United States to 
recognise the provisional government at Algiers was 
having a very bad effect in France, but the blame was 
principally attributed to President ROOSEVELT and not 
Mr, CHURCHILL. | 


9. As to the future of France, Monsieur 
LOUVEAU was optimistic. He maintained that the 
union effected by the Resistance was very real; the 
Third Republic was dead and buried, and the country 
would insist on far-reaching social reforms, which, 
however, by no means inferred Communism. | 


10. Monsieur LOUVEAU's visit coincided with 
the presence at Dakar of Madame RIBIERE, who had 

also recently left France, where she and her two 
children had been imprisoned for many months. 

Madame RIBIERE had also given a series of addresses 
and broadcasts on similar subjects, and the combined 
effect of these two persons, who could speak of their 
own recent personal experiences in France, should 
have a very salutary effect on the population and 
rouse them fram their present lethargy.

On June 9th the French Committee of ts 
National Liberation issued a decree whereby the 
French irregulars fighting in the Maquis were 
constituted as the "French Forees of the 
Interior" and given the full status arid rights 
of regular members of the French armed forces. 
The new status of these men was implicitly 
recognised by the recent agreement between 
S.H.A.E.F. and General Koenig whereby the 
French Forces of the Interior are placed under 
General Eisenhower's command exercised through 
General Koenig. 


Z. On June 1lth the German Commander-in-Chief 
in France replied to the Committee's decree in 
a broadcast statement to the effect that the 
German Government did not recognise the new 
status of the resistance groups and that if 
captured they would be treated as franc-tireurs. 
The reason given was that International Law 
does not admit that those taking part in 
rebellious movements in the rear of the 
occupying Power enjoy the status of regular 
soldiers and that the Franco-German armistice 
expressly lays down that Frenchmen continuing 
to fight againct Germany will be treated as 
franc-tireurs.

3. On June 14th the French Committee issued 
a counter-statement. They maintained that the

Please see the last paragraph of Algiers 
telegram No.1238. -oepy—etseohned)>. / The French 
Committee has already asked us to support a 
communication which it has made to the German .. 
Government threatening countermeasures against 
the German prisoners if members of the French 
Forces of the Interior are treated as "franc- 
tireurs" (27.4276/318/69). We are unwilling to 
countenance anything in the nature of reprisals 
both through fear of counter-reprisals against 
our own prisoners and because we consider that 
the French have not a strongcase for claiming 
that these men are entitled to the same treatment 
as regular soldiers under the Hague Convention. 
We are,therefore, seeking War Office concurrence 
in a telegram to Washington, suggesting that the 
French should announce that Germans who shoot 
captured members of the F.F.I. will be brought to 
justice as war criminals,and that H.M. Goverment 
and the U.S. Government ghould issue an accompany 
ing statement of their own making it clear that 
they will help the French to do this. U_Bkhe-deaM 
te-Weshsne tor -ts—besne-typea pit proposals are 
summarized in the atteeked note which the 
Secretary of State circulated to the Cabinet, 
yesterday. et tte tthe 
General Koenig has made a similar approach to 
S.H.A.E.F. and @@em® S.H.A.E.F. are preparing 
a public announcement which would indicate that 
Germans who do not treat the F.F.I. in accordance 
with the rules of War will suffer the consequence 
but would not actually threaten reprisals. 


We were also intending to inform the French 
Committee that they must hold their hand until 
our proposals were received and in particular 
must refrain from reprisals or threats of 
reprisals. 


The statement that the F.F.I. have executed 
German prisoners as reprisals "in agreement with 
the French Command" cuts right across our claims 
and may have serious consequences. It is one 
thing for the Maquis to shoot German prisoners 
on their own (although this is a dangerous if 
understandable action since it makes it much 
more difficult for us to claim that they should 
themsleves be treated in accordance with the 
rules of war). It is much worse when the Frenck 
publicly announce what has been done and 
associate their own High Command with it. The 
F.F.I. operate under the orders of S.H.A.E.F. ane 
the Germans will choose to interpret the French 
communique as meaning that the execution of the 
prisoners was carried out with the approval of 
S.H.A.E.F. If so, they may consider themselves 
free to take reprisals against any troops 
operating under General Eisenhower, including 
British and Americans. 


I have discussed this matter with Mr. Dean 
and we feel that urgent and forcible steps 
should be taken to bring home to the French the 
impropriety and dangerous implications of their 
action. The following seems indicated:-

Red Cross for transmission to the German Government, 
claiming that the Forces of the Interior are entitled 
under the Hague Convention to be treated as regular 
soldiers, threatening counter measures against German 
prisoners if this claim is ignored, and announcing that 
Germans who execute members of the Forces of the Interior 
will be treated as war criminals. The Committee has 
asked His Majesty's Government to associate themselves 
with this action. 


4. His Majesty's Government are anxious to do 
what they can to safeguard the French Forces of the 
Interior, especially as they‘now form an integral part 
of the forces under General Eisenhower's command, They 
see, however, two difficulties in the way of acting as 
the "Committee requests. 


(i) His Majesty's Government are not prepared to 
countenance reprisals and will try to dissuade the 
Committee from doing so. The Germans are already 
complaining about the treatment of their prisoners 
in French hands. The mere threat of reprisals might 
well produce retaliation against not only French: but 
also American and British prisoners. 


(ii) The French claim that the Forces of the 
Interior are entitled, under International Law, to 
be. treated as regular soldiers is difficult to. 
Substantiate, at any rate when they are not in 
uniform, 


4. His Majesty's Government in the United Kingdom 
have assumed that a similar communication has been 
received by the Department of State.from the French © - 
Committee, and have the honour to suggest that in the 
circumstances the following might be the most effective 
procedure for dealing with this matter.

Traffic is practically at a stand-still between the border of 
raris in the region of Garonne, industrial and electrical 
installations have been put out of action. Since 6th June 
attacks have been continuing without interruption. Number 
of Germans killed in this region has reached 2,000, In the 
Pyrenees 100 patriots attacked by 800 Germans managed to 
withdraw without loss.

I have the honour to report that Monsieur Grenier, Commissioner for 
Air, gave a press conference to French and Allied journalists on Thursday, 
the 27th July. The Commissioner doubtless called the conference in order 
to deliver an apologia on his tenure of office during the last three months 
which had come in for a certain amount of criticism in the Assembly, 
particularly with regard to the assistance given in the form of equipment 
and material to the patriots fighting in the Maquis, 


2e His opening remarks emphasised that the whole effort of his Commissariat 
was directed towards the organisation of the French Air Force in order to be 
entitled to play its part in the liberation of France, He pointed out that 
French aviation already participated on the Normandy front, in Italy and in 
Russia and in coastal patrols in the Mediterranean and the Atlantic, "“But", | 
Monsieur Grenier added, "I should like to be able to tell you that we have 
not allowed the Maquis to be attacked without contributing the material and 
moral aid of our aviators, All my efforts have been in vain, At least I 
have a clear conscience that I have done everything to enable our planes to 
bring help to the men of Vercors and elsewhere, In a word French aviation 
has contributed on the battlefields the maximm of its resources except on 
the home front where, in spite of my efforts, I have been unable to break 
down a policy of wait and see (attentisme), veritable crime contre la patrie”", 


3. The Commissioner then touched upon the question of promotion in the Air 
Force and the eliminatim of undesirable elements, Merit alone would, he 
said, justify promotion, With regard to the purge of the Air Force he 
again confirmed the principle he had already laid down in a debate in the 
Assembly to the effect that those men who in the past had been mistaken in 
their attitude towards Vichy but who today were fighting gallantly beside 
their comrades would not suffer for opinions that they had discarded, On 
the other hand those who still persisted in their loyalty to a traitor were 
subject to severe sanctions.

4. Finally, the Commissioner stated that a plan had been accepted for the

5. From information supplied by M,A.A.F, I understand that Monsieur Grenier's 
complaints refer to past history and that since the Normandy landings steps 
have been taken in concert with the French authorities to support as far as 
other commitments allow the French Forces of the Interior. It has also been 
agreed that whenever possible French aircraft will cooperate in operations 
over France, General Cochet, the military delegate for Southern France, 

is setting up an office in Naples and I have also been informed that General 
Eaker has agreed to a representative of General Bouscat being attached to 
Allied Headquarters in Italy, It seems therefore clear that the French have 
no further ground for complaint, even if in the past there was some 
justificatim, :

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THE MARSHAL’S DEFIANCE OF BERLIN

Without the Marshal, without a Govern-, 


ment, without the militia or the Gestapo 
and their headquarters, Vichy is reverting 
to what it would normally be at this time 
of the year—a watering-place at the end 
of the season. Many vestiges, however, 
remain of the lugubrious lustre shed by 
Marshal Pétain and the Germans. The 
Streets are full of police and guards: in 
smart uniforms with insignia such as the 
double-headed. axe unknown to. pre-war 
France. The hotels carry the title of the 
Ministry they had housed, and 20,000 
Civil servants are awaiting instructions 
from the new Government. The Hotel 
des Ambassadeurs is still filled with repre- 
sentatives of neutral countries—Eire, 
Sweden, and Argentina—or the erstwhile 
satellites of Germany such as Rumania 
and Bulgaria. On all the hotels is the 
designation of the use to which Pétain’s 
Government had put. them, .except the 
Hotel du Parc, ‘his residence, which is 
deserted within and without. 

Vichy was snuffed out on August 19 by 
the Germans who created it. The last 
of: the German authorities, the Gestapo, 
did not.leave till August 25. The militia 
went with them in uneasy partnership, if 
it is true that the militia and the Germans 
were later firing on one another north of 
Moulins. Their prisons, the Chateau des 
Brosses. and Petit Casino, have other 
tenants. ‘Vichy’s authority had been dead 
throughout an ever-growing part of the 
central. region since June 6. Where, it 
existed "it survived by the grace of the 
French Forces of thé Interior, who pre- 
ferred not to call down upon civilians the 
horrors of a German punitive expedition.

AVERTING BLOODSHED 

The story of the last days of the Vichy 
régime and of the interval before final 
liberation is the story of Dr. Stucki’s inter- 
ventions to avert bloodshed and needless 
cruelty. He acted as intermediary between 
Marshal Pétain and the F.F.I. in negotia- 
tions for the surrender of the: Marshal to 
the F.F.I.; he induced the Germans re- 
treating from thé south towards Moulins 
to by-pass Vichy; he accompanied a 
Canadian officer to Moulins in the hope 
that the Germans who would not sur- 
render to the F.F.I. would be willing to

France.. The Canadian proposed that the 
Germans, being unwilling to surrender to 
the F.F.]., should surrender to him. The 
officer in command refused with extreme 
rudeness. According to one second-hand 
account, the German held his revolver 
pointed throughout the talk at Dr. Stucki, 
who certainly declared then and since that 
‘he had never .been so received by a Ger- 
man officer. This attempt to avert blood- 
shed at Moulins failed, ? 
On August 18 the German General von 
Neubronn, on orders ‘from Renthefink, 
ambassador extraordinary from Hitler, 
told the Marshal that he was to go to a 
town in eastern France with General 
Bridoux a Admiral Blehaut. The 
Marshal refused. The following morning 
Neubronn’ returned to .him with an 
ultimatum expiring that evening and 
threatening a bombardment of Vichy if 
the Marshal:persisted in his refusal. At 
the time of the expiry of the ultimatum 
the Marshal summoned the Nuncio and 
Dr. Stucki as witnesses to the violence 
being. done.and to renew his refusal. When 
Neubronn arrived he brought a message 
from Renthefink that Laval was already at 
| Belfort with; the Government. 
| In the meantime, however, Marshal 
Pétain received an autograph letter from 
Laval that he was a prisoner of the Ger- 
mans. He showed it to the Nuncio and 
Dr. Stucki and in their presence called 
Renthefink “a liar” and: renewed his 
refusal to budge. At 11 o’clock that night 
the Marshal, through General Debeney, 
sent an official refusal to Renthefink. 


CONSENT UNDER THREAT. 


_At 5 o’clock on Sunday morning Ger- 
man troops'surrounded the Hotel du Parc, 
training guns on the burlding. An hour 
later a detachment of the S.S. forced open 
the door of the hotel and went ‘to the 
'Marshal’s room, where the commander of 
the guard refused to disturb the Marshal. 
Neubronn himself arrived, and, on a

With reference to my telegram Noe58 Saving of the e3rd 
September, I have the honour to transmit to you herewith the 
texts of two Decrees dated the 19th and 20th September re- 
garding the organisation and status of the French Forces of 
the Interior. 


Le The first of these texts makes the F.F.I. an integral part 

of the French Army, coming directly under the Minister for War 

and subject to the general rules of military organisation and 
discipline. Formations of the F.F.I. which are still fighting 

to liquidate the last pockets of enemy resistance are placed under 
2 commander to be designated by the Head of the Government. Other 
formations come under the orders of the Commander of their area. 
The formations of the F.F.I. will be reformed into Bataillons de 
Marche and will either be assigned to existing units or be themselves 
constituted into larger units. Their present officers and non- 
commissioned officers will form the main source from which the 
officers and non-commissioned officers of these battalions will be 
drawn. The second Decree defines as members of the F.F.I. all who 
fought the enemy as volunteers and performed acts of war in the 
course of the liberation battles. The military authorities will 
give each member of the F.F.I. a certificate which will mention the 
actions in which he took part. There will be no further recruit- 
ment to the F.F.iI. in any area from the moment of its liberation. 


All members of the F.F.I. may undertake a voluntary engagement for — 
the duration of the war. Any who do not undertake this engagement 
will be granted leave provisionally until they ere called to the 
colours or their mobilisation class is recalled. Members of the 
F,F.I. are henceforth assimilated to soldiers of the active or 


reserve army insofar as concerns pay, rank, promotion, pensions and 
decorations. 


Oe liost of the newspapers publish immediately after the texts of 
these decrees the following statement issued to the “Agence Francaise 
Ge la Presse" by Monsiéur Valrimont, one of the three members of the 
Comité d'Action Militaire du Conseil National de la Résistance (COMAC): 


! 

These two decrees dated the i9th and 20th September have 
only just been brought to my notice. I am naturally sur- 
prised to find that the COMAC, which has been since May 
1944 the organ of the Supreme Command over the F.F.I. in 
the national territory, has neither been consulted in regard 
to the drafting of decisions of such importance, nor even 
informed of their publication. My surprise is all the 
ereatern since. a few days ago the Conseil National de la 
Résistance, by a unanimous resolution confirmed its confi- 
dence in the COMAC which it requested to continue the current 
conversations with the Minister for War in regard to fixing 
the status of the F.F.1. These two texts seem to me in- 
applicable to existing conditions. It must be emphasised in 
particular that they do not solve the all important question 
of the prosecution of the war. The F.F.I. have the task of 
continuing their efforts, both to reduce the pockets of enemy

"resistance, which are still considerable, and to join 
with the Allied Armies in making use of the experience 
gained in guerilla warfare. In the Battle of France 
the F.F.I. rendered services which are well-known, and 
can continue to render great services, as is already 
appreciated by many Commanders of the Allied Armies. 
It will be for GOMAC, the Conseil National de la 


Résistance and the Resistance formations to give their 
opinion on these texts. It seems to me at first sight 
that the questions which have been raised in regard to 
the formation round the F.F.I.of a great, national, 


popular and democratic army, still remain to be settled. 


I do not doubt that if General de Gaulle and the 
Government are given the necessary information, the 
question will be examined anew. In that case I hope 
that other decisions will be taken more conformable to 
the realities of the French situation, which will not 
overlook - as the present texts unfortunately do - the 
part which must be assigned to the formations and staffs 
of the victorious Army of the Resistance." 


4e The newspaper “Libération” gives the following no doubt one- 


sided, account of the events which have led up to the publication of 
these Decrees and their denunciation by COMAC. It is stated that 
conversations in regard to the future of the F.F.I. were begun three 
days after the installation of the Provisional Government in Paris. 

On the 28th August a ministerial decision abolished in effect the 
autonomy of the French Forces of the Interior. This decision was 
not, however, implemented; and discussions began between the Comité 
d'Action Militaire, supported by the Conseil National de la Résistance, 
and the Minister for War. On his own initiative Monsieur Diethelm 
then made a proposal which was approved in its entirety by the Forces 
of the Resistance: the national headquarters of the F.F.I. would 
constitute in effect the direction of the F.F.I. F.F.I. officers 
were to be integrated into Army General Headquarters, and COMAC would 
be given powers of inspection in the different areas where fighting 
continued. It soon appeared, in the course of a tour made by 
Monsieur Diethelm in the Southern Zone, that this agreement of principle 
had not much chance of being put into effect. Then, a few:days ago, 
some incidents occurred in the Rue Ste Dominique between the offices 
of the Ministry and the Headquarters of the F.F.I. The latter's 
telephone communications were cut off. Within twenty-four hours 

the Ministry demanded that the Headquarters be moved and complained 
that it continued to issue orders. The Headquarters replied that 
such orders were necessary and urgent. They were required, for 
example, to settle the problem of Lorient, where some thousands of 
F.F.I. were preventing 25,000 furious and fanatical Germans from over- 
running the neighbouring cofintryside. While this exchange of views 
was going on, a decision of the C.N.R. confirming its confidence in 
COMAC was censored by Monsieur Diethelm's Office. On 23rd September 
the scope of the censorship was defined (see my telegram No.7 

Saving of the 25th September). It will be exclusively military. 

But at the same moment, before the discussions between COMAC and the 
Ministry of War had been concluded, the two decrees of the 19th and 
20th September were published. These decrees, already several days 
old at the time of their publication, were not discussed at the meeting 
of the Council of Ministers held on the 23rd September. The Movement 
of National Liberation will accordingly ask Monsieur Henry Frenay, 

who is a member of its Committee, to arrange for the discussions to be 
resumed. The article in "Libération" concludes by expressing the

opinion that since agreement had already been reached on proposals 
put forward by Monsieur Diethelm on his own initiative, modifications 
to the decrees will no doubt be studied and incorporated in the 

texts which have already been published. 


Be The newspaper "Combat" gives guarded approval to the two 
decrees insofar as they solve one of the main outstanding difficulties 
by incorporating the French Forces of the Iy,terior into the Regular 

x Army. It points out, however, that the more delicate problem of the 
staffs and headquarters of the F.F.I. has not been touched. A 
decision will be required on whether Officers of the F.F.I. will 
retain their present rank. That, "Combat" considers, is the most 
serious difficulty which will no doubt hold up the solution of the 
whole problem. The Regular Army will naturally be reluctant to 
confirm ranks held in the F.F.I., since the experience of a guerilla 
officer does not necessarily suit him to command a regular formation. 
in battle, and modern equipment requires difficult technical know- 
ledge which could not be acquired in a campaign in which no heavy 
material was used. "Combat" states that the solution of this 
thorny question will require a great deal of understanding and some 
concessions from both sides; and suggests that F.F.I. officers 
might be given complementary courses of instruction, at the end of 
which their rank would be confirmed. 


Se The first reaction to these decrees, wiich in themselves go 

some way to presenting a sensible solution of the difficulties of 
assimilating the F.F.I. to the regular French Army, has thus been 
clouded by resentment at the Provisional Government's tactless action 
of interrupting its discussions with the C.N.R. and COMAC to publish 
decisions which had not been submitted to them in advance. This 
incident cannot fail to aggravate the existing elements of discord 
between the Provisional Government and the National Committee of 
Resistancee

With reference to my Saving telegram No,.2)0 of the 3ist October, 
I have the honour to report that the “Mouvement de la Libération Nationale" 
held its first Congress in Paris from the 23rd to the 26th October. 


2e § The proceedings opened with a preliminary conference at which reports 
were made on the activities of the regional organisations of the M.L.N. 

end on current social problems. This conference also drew up the programe 
for the Congress proper, The “ordre du jour" must have proved a serious 
test of the delegates’ endurance, The congress opened on Tuesday the 2th 
with an all-night sitting lasting from nine p.m. till five o'clock the 
following day. Work was resumed at nine a.m. to continue without inter- 
ruption until daybreak on Thursday morning. 


3. After considerable debate, the Congress nominated the twenty-six 
members of the organisation's groupes in the M.L.N. who will sit in the 
Consultative Assembly. There was some friction between provincial and 
Paris delegates, and accusations were made that Paris was too strongly 
represented: but the delegates finally agreed on the namination of 

MM, Baumel, Albert Bayet, Blanck, Bine, Bertin, Pascal Copeau, Jurgensen, 
Kriegel-Valrimont, Lecourt, Lépine, Laboureur, Maurier, Petit, Roubaud, 
Salmon and Viannay. The mmber was made up by three women representatives 
Mesdemes Aubrac, Deferre and Delaunay. Three other members of the M.L.N., 
MM, Emmanuel d'Astier, Avinin and Degliane, are members of the Assembly in 
their own right. 


4. Three important motions were passed by the Congress. It was unanimously 
decided to open negotiations with the Communist-led "Front National" and 
the other resistance movements, with a view to the formation of a single 
movement, the "Front of National Liberation", and to set up a commission 
for this purpose, A similar motion relating to the continuance of the 
negotiations already in progress with the Socialist Party was also carried 
unanimously. The third motion caused greater difficulty. By 98 votes 
against 57, the M.L.N. decided not to follow the Commnist lead and 
present a single list of candidates at the first ballot at the municipal 
and local elections in February. The resistance movements would, however, 
present an agreed list of candidates at the second ballot. 


5. The Congress concluded with a vote of confidence and gratitude to 
General de Geulle, and with the publication of the programme of the 
proposed “Front of National Liberation". A copy of this document is 
transmitted herewith, together with copies of the programme of the 
Conseil National de la Résistance, from which it appears to be largely 
drawn. It lays considerably more emphasis, however, than the C.N.R. 
programme, which was drawn up before the Liberation, on the immediate 
problems of the continuance of the resistance movements as a political 
force, the incorporation of the F.F.I. into a renovated national amy, 
and the position of France in the councils of the Allies.

3. “La Marseillaise" (National Front) and "Rouge—Midi" 
(Communist) under five column headlines published an, invita- 
tion to the public to attend a meeting of protest or sed 
by the local Liberation Committee, the invitation being 
endorsed by the Departmental Union of Labour Syndicates, 
the Departmental Secretariat of the National Front, and the 
Committee of the Women of France. Comment and headlines — 
proclaimed that it was not the People whom the Government 
should disarm but the Fifth Selene, and that the police were 
not sufficiently “purged" to carry out this latter duty 
properly.

4. The meeting of protest was duly held on 
October 3lst and was reported at considerable length 
by "“Rouge-Midi”, “Lea Marseillaise” and “Le Provencal". 
The meeting was apparently well-attended — "La Marseillaise” 
speaks of a crowd of 25,000 people - and speeches were made 
by representatives of the National Front, the National | 
Liberation Movement, the Communist Party, the Socialist 
Party, and the (.G.T. A resolution was passed protesting 
against the disarming of the people when the fifth column 
was preparing for the fray, affirming that the Patriotic 
Militia of the Bouches—du-—Rhone were one of the most 
trustworthy instruments which the Government representa- 
tives possessed for dealing with the enemies of the 
Republic, and requesting the Government to suspend action 
on their decision, especially as regards the carrying of 
arms, until such time as they had reached agreement with

With reference to my despatch No. 25 of the 26th September 
regarding the organisation and status of the French Forces of the 
Interior, I have the honour to transmit to you herewith the text 
of a further Decree dated the 30th October 1944, governing the 
incorporation into the Armée de l'Air of certain men now serving 
in the French Forces of the Interior. 


2. The present measure covers the case of former Armée de 

l'Air personnel serving whether individually or as constituted 
units in the F.F.I. and also the transfer to the Armée de l'Air 

of F.F.I. volunteers who have not yet dorm their statutory Military 
training. The number of such volunteers who can be accepted will 
be regulated by a later decree. 


5. The case of former Armée de l'Air units serving together in 
the F.F.I. is obviously exceptional. Two such groups do exist near 
Marseilles, where they were recruited from among the skeleton 
maintenance personnel, Gardiennage and Sapeurs Pompiers de 1'Armée 
de l'Air, who were allowed to remain at Istres and Salon de Provence 
after the occupation of the Southern Zone. On the other hand, at 
least one important clandestine organisation in the South East, the 
Service d‘Atterissage et Parachutage numbering over twelve hundred 
men, recruited on a non-political basis from all Movements for the 
reception and distribution of parachuted material, has, owing to the 
independence of its leadership, been now for some weeks detached from 
the local F.F.I. command to the XVe Region Aeriénne at Marseilles 
and will now pass in its entirety to the Armée de l'Air, by separate 
agreement of the Minister of War. In other areas this qestion does 
not arise since the majority of the individuals who worked in con- 
junction with RAF on supply operations have already been absorbed 
directly into the Forces Frangaises de l'Interieur and will only be 
able to transfer to the Armée de l'Air by individual request.

Your letter No. Z 7848/318A17 of the 27th November about the 
Council of the Ordre de La Libération. 


We are afraid that the Ordinance of the 16th November 1940 and 
the Decrees of the 29th January 1941 and the 3rd February 1942, 
referred to in the preambles of the decrees transmitted with our 
Z-despatch No, 258, are for obvious reasons not available here. Nor 
have we been able to trace the Decree of the 1/th February 1943. 
The Ordinance of the /th January 1944, however, lays down that the 
Order is awarded to “persons or corporate bodies having rendered 
exceptional services in the liberation of France and her Empire", 
It specifies the design of the Order and the colour of the ribbon, 
and fixes its precedence, It ranks after the Legion of Hmour, but 
before the Medaille Militaire and the Croix de Guerre of 1918 and 
1939. It also lays down the functions of the Council of the Order, 
which are closely analogous to those of the Legion of Honour. The 
Council is consulted by the Government regarding the admissions to 
the order; and it my exclude candidates,: or expel Companions of 
the Order, for unworthy conduct. Probably in due course the Council, 
like the Council of the Legion of Honour, will administer any 
endowments which the Order may accumulate for charitable purposes,

2. Europe has scarcely been liberated, says "Combat", before she 
finds herself in a ferment. The British High Camnand is proposing to 
intervene against the Belgian resistance: in Italy, Britain is 
objecting to the inclusion of Count Sforza in the cabinet: Russia 
end Britain are intervening in Polish affairs, and the United States 
are leaving them to do so. Greece is faced to a lesser degree with 
similar problems, The fact is that all these nations are not yet 
fully sovereign. They cannot be in present circumstances. The 
circumstances may be transitory, but even so nothing is gained by 
not facing the facts. 


5- Generically, all these crises are the same, The old gang returms 
to power with a policy that disregards the aspirations which have 
taken root in the mind of the people during the years of oppression, 
The old gang is supported by the Allied high command. In effect, the 
struggle is one between the European resistance and the liberating 
amies. This may be terrible, but it is so, There may be faults on 
both sides: the Resistance may be in too much of a hurry: but the 
problems to which the Resistance demands a solution cannot wait. 
Europe has regained her liberty: now, she imperiously demands ‘justice. 
She is exhausted and exasperated, and the surest way of exasperating 
her still further is to impose on her men and methods she no longer 


wants, Victory is the primary aim, but a victory without justice 
would be a mockery, 


i. France has escaped this crisis: but she has been spared a clash 
with her allies only because she is a sovereign state, and because her 
soldiers are fighting and wiming battles beside the troops of these 
allies. Nevertheless, social justice has not yet been done: and 
France will be deceiving herself if she does not draw the right 
conclusions fran the example of other countries. France is privileged 
in enjoying a position of comparative freedom vis-a-vis the principal 
Allies: this privilege imposes on her the duty of setting an example, 
of being the first to give shape to the aspirations of the liberated

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General Assemblytef the Departmental Committees of Liberation 
began on 15th December’ in the Salle des Fétes of the Hotel de Ville 
in Paris. bre than 250 delegates attended. The proceedings 
opened with unanimous adoption of resolutions welcoming the 
Franco-soviet pact and regretting that the Greek people “had been 
forced, in order to defend its right to self-determination, to

2e Monsieur Louis Saillant, President of the Conseil National de 
la Resistance, recalled the role which the Departmental Committees 
of Liberation had played in preparing the national insurrection and 
afterwards, and suggested that France might well have suffered the 
fate of Belgium and Greece, had they not existed. Thanks to the 
strong political and social framework provided by the Committees 
this had been avoided, and the Government had shown in London and 
in Moscow that France was reviving as a great power. The 
Committees of Liberation must be a living expression of the will of 
the Resistance to create a more real Republic and a more complete 
democracy. 


Se There were as usual-in Resistance gatherings, complaints about 
the inadequate scale of the French war effort in generel, and in 
particular about the slowness with which the Government were incor 
porat the F.F.I. in the regular army, Some delegates demanded 
the. mobilisation of three or four classes in order to relieve the 
pressure on the volunteers of the Maquis and the extra-metropolitan 
forces. Many delegates expressed uneasiness at the tendency of 
the Administration to reduce as far as possible the part played in 
local government: by the Departmental Committees of Liberation. 

Meny of them opposed the reconstitution of the Departmental 
Conseils Généraux for the Obvious and sufficient reason that this | 
would mean the extinction of the Departmental Committees of Libere- 
tion. Some speakers went so far as to demand that the Committees 
of Liberation should have confezred on them immediately ail the ~- 
powers of the former Conseils Généraux. A more moderate view was 
expressed, however, by Monsieur André Mutter of the C.N.R., who de- 
clared that the Committees should be the representatives of the

4, The Assembly continued on the 16th December and concluded on 
the morning of the 17th. Emmanuel d'Astier in presen | 
report on the press called attention to the achievement of the 
Resistance in suppressing 1100 collaborationist newspapers. ‘The 
present position, in which the new press is in precarious and 
unconfirmed amg of the premises of the old, mst be 
regularised by the expropriation of the former owners and the 
final suppression of their papers. A report on ecanomic recon- 
struction was presented by Monsieur Daniel Jisyer, Secretary- 
General of the Socialist Party; and further reports on Fraiica's 
war effort, the purges, and the integration of the Resistance and 
the organs of government were presented by MM. Villa, Gillot and 
Mutter respectively. References to German "parachutages" in the 
Mayenne and even in the Beauvais area were given Some prominence 
in the press. On December 16th proceedings closed with the 
adoption of a formal oath, the text of which will be displayed in 
all ifairies.-: In this oath the delegates bind themselves inter 
alia to seek the realisation of the C.N.R. programme, and to work 
for the convocation of a national Constituent Assembly,. elected

5. On: December 17th the Assembly, after considerable discussion 
adopted a resolution to the effect that if local elections are to 
be held in February 1945, such elections should.only be regarded 
as provisional in the absence of the prisoners and deportees, 

It also urged the constitution of "listes républicaines commnes" 
as a proof of national unity. Recommendations were also. adopted 
regarding the grant of the vote at the age of 18, and the 
right to be elected at 21; the maintenance “of the inviolability 
Of private correspondence; the constitution of Regional 

Committees of Liberation to work with the "commissariats — 
regionaux" as leng as these should continue; the payment of 
members of the Departmental Committees of Liberation; and the 
Convocation by the C.N.R. of the "Stats Généreux de la Résistance 
Frangaise" on the 15th July 1945.

The National Assembly of Departmental Committees of Liberation, 


Held at the Hotel de Ville, 15/17th December. 


The following report is not a campte-rendu of the Congress but personal 
impressions of one of my staff who was present at the meetings. | 


"TIT have tried to set out the salient features of the congress: to find 
out what the men represent, what they believe in and what they propose to do. 
The conclusion is my own personal view and I submit it with every reserve. 


The character and composition of the Congress: The first thing that 
impresses the observer is the forcefulness and determination of the delegates 
They worked tremendously hard day and night, and covered an enommous ground, 
They are obviously men of unusual self-reliance, initiative and courage, 
tough and intolerant of opposition or even of criticism, They tend to shout 
down an occasional dissident voice and insist on their motions being passed 

unanimously by bullying and heckling the odd few (there were never more 
than three or four) who expressed independent views. 


They are not representative of the whole country, in the sense that 
elected delegates would be, They represent only 45 of the departments and 
it seems improbable that they would win open elections even in these, They 
are not orators nor, I think, politicians. (As they limited their speeches 
to three or five minutes, it was difficult to tell). Quite a few frankly 
admitted that in their departments the people still needed educating to 
understand the importance of resistance. A man from Dijon was particularly 
outspoken about the apathy of his locality. 


They are also not representative because they are overwhelmingly more 
town than country. I should say most of them were trade-unionists, provincial 
journalists (judging by the interest and excitement raised when the topic of 
the press was under discussion), professional men, minor fonctionnaires and 
a few priests. They were evidently antagonistic to the peasants. Though 
they passed a motion of gratitude to the peasants for their participation in 
resistance; there was a good deal of whistling and hackling, and Saillant 
had to intervene personally to tell them that it was “politically sound" to 


send the message to the peasants as a whole and not only to those who had 
demonstrated their patriotism. 


One had also to remember that they represented provincial France as 
against Paris. They were asking for a greater degree of decentralisation, 
and in many ways seemed very cut off from what was happening in the capital. 
They took no interest at all in the existence of the Consultative Assembly. 
I only heard one reference to it on the occasion when the Alsace representative 
protested against the non-representation of his own province, 


Even so, I doubt whether it would be wise to belittle their importance, 
They are practical men with militant convictions and very certain of their 
Objectives. If their language lacks subtlety and their conventions are 
emphatically not those of the Third Republic, we have to realise that they 
have a very strong claim to be amongst the founders of the Fourth. 


The political complexion of the Congress was altogether red, varying only 
a little in shade, I do not think that the majority of the delegates were 
members of the Communist party, but the Communist influence was obviously 
paramount, You can see that from the motions which were passed: Listes 
Uniques, holding of elections, convocation of the Etats-Généraux, motion of 
poe to the Polish democrats - implying the Lublin committee and the 
1921 Polish constitution, These resolutions were supported by the S.F.I.0, 
members even though Le Populaire has opposed several of them in the past. 
On the other hand, it is also true that many of the resolutions were closely 
in accordance with the S.F.I.0. programme elaborated at the November Congress 
(nationalisation before elections, economic councils, ete. ) 


There was no party grouping of any kind, at any rate in the congress. 
The congress expressed the grievances of the Left as a whole, and suggested 


that greater cooperation between the French Left parties may yet emerge from 
the confused political situation. 
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The criticism of the Government was outspoken, certain Ministers, 
(notably Industrial Production, War and Justice) were attacked, the admin- 
istration was almost continuously being abused, Nevertheless, I do not think 
that the temper of the delegates was revolutionary: at least not in the 
sense that they hoped for insurrection and the violent overthrow of the 
present authorities, One Communist speaker claimed that Resistance inter- 
vention would strengthen the Government by opening its eyes, That statement 
was not as paradoxical as it sounds: at this stage the Resistance repres- 
entative still believe that General de Gaulle is on their side, and that in 
any case there is no alternative, No one wants civil war. 


Subjects of Discussion: The issues that most interested the speakers 
were those most often discussed in the resistance press, 


Firstly, and most emphatically, they were concerned about the purge: 
and the fact that Fascist bosses are still running industry, the administration 
and even in some cases the ammed forces. They take this seriously and it 
was to the slogan “La patrie est encore en danger" that one speaker after 
another mounted the tribune with his own local story of treachery and 
sabotage, First they want to strike at the industrialists hindering war, 
and war profiteers, (Black Marketeers are lumped into the same category as 
collaborators). Loud applause greeted the proposal that industrialists 
hindering war production should be shot. Besides businessmen, they were 
also excited about the Services Spvéciaux, and the Séeutité Militaire, the 
naval cadres and the fonctionnaires of the ravitaillement, 


The congress was characteristically not satisfied with negative 
resolutions. They propose to set up their ow committees of purge in each 
department which shall have the right to be armed, to effect searches, c 
out interrogations and even arrests. They may furnish evidence at trials, 
insist on acting as witnesses and must be informed if any one arrested at 
their instigation is liberated. This would of course revolutionise the 
local administration of justice - which is in fact what they propose to do. 


The military problems have been discussed in special commission before 
they reached us, I could only tell that feeling was still running high on 
the subject of relations between the F.F.I. and the regular army and that 
the delegates were disatisfied with the rate of integration of the resistance 
amy, and particularly the resistance cadres into the army. Another subject 
on which great enthusiasm was roused was on the need for strengthening and 
amming the Gardes Civiques Républicaines. Many speakers referred to the 
outrages of the local Fifth Column and big applause greeted the affirmation 
that enemy agents were being reinforced over the Spanish frontier. The 
announcement of the murder of a member of the Loire Inférieure Comité 


Départemental de Libération was an occasion of another demonstration of 
feeling. 


The debates on social reform were characterised by the total absence 
of theory and dogma, The delegates were socialist, but it was a socialism 
of a very concrete kind; they went to the tribune to speak of their own 
local experiences in putting in committess of direction, in taking over 
factories, public companies and mines, and they reported with pride subsequmt 
rises in production, They indicted capitalist concerns for cacanny methods 
and sabotage. Clearly they believed that ultimately the state would have to 
intervene to provide credits and legalise these experiments, but meanwhile 
they seemed quite ready to go forward on their own initiative. 


They were also very concerned about supply problems, and many delegates 
had grim news of conditions in their departments. Oddly, they never 
regarded the question as more than national or suggested that France might 
obtain help from abread, Almost the whole discussion was concerned with 
methods of increasing production and improving transport and the delegates 
made it clear that they regarded the drop in production as far in excess of 
the war destruction of potential, 


The Future of Departmental Cammittees. 


-In so far as the delegates were concerned, the Congress was not the 
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culmination of their work, but the beginning of vastly extended functions 
end responsibilities, If the motions they passed are carried into effect - 
and they will certainly put up 4 tough struggle to see that they are - the. 
C.D.Ls in the future will have these extra functions: 


1) They will intervené continuously and actively in the administration 
of local justice, 


2) Their military sub-committees will interfere in recruitment and 


equipment of the army and will see to the arming and extension of 
the Gardes Civiques R&épublicaines, 


3) They will take a lead in summoning econamic councils which the 
C.N.R. has demanded for each department, 


4) They will take a lead in summoning the local Etats Généraux, 


popular assemblies where propaganda in favour of Resistance will 
be carried on, 


5) They will nominate the Regional Committees of Liberation which they 
have decided to institute as long as the Regional Commissioners 
remain in office, The delegates are unanimous in demanding the 
abolition of the Regional administrative machinery, but until they 
get this through they propose to try and democratize it. 


The Presidents of the C.D.L. will regularly assembly at least 
three-monthly intervals for consultation with the C.N.R. in Paris. 


Finally, the C.D.L, have sworn to remain in being to defend the 
Republic until general elections on a national scale can be held, 
In other words, the delegates and the committee in whose name they 
speak will retain office for at least another year, 


They are certainly not the kind of men who will rest content with 
nominal function and we have therefore to expect that the delicate problem 
of dual administrative authority is still far from being solved, On the 
other hand, the Congress left one with the impression that an open conflict 
would probably not develop, unless some unforeseen event (such as apparent 
foreign intervention) precipitates a crisis."

‘Three "bulletins d'Information" of the Front National have just 
reached us, one of them having been written in December and the other two 
in January. They all contain matter of considerable interest, as may be 
seen from the following summary; 

a. December Bulletin.

I raised at the Chief of Staff's Conference this afternoon, the 
question of the French grievance about lack of consultation in regard 
to messages put out by the voice of SHAEF, General Koenig had not 
made my task any easier by writing a letter to General Smith the day 
beforeg in which he stated inter alia that SHAEF had no right to address 
the French people at all without the prior consent of the F,C.N.L. 
This nearly drew a severe rebuke from General Eisenhower to General 
Koenig which, however, we have managed to turn aside. In reply to my 
plea that it might be wise in SCAEF’s own interest to consult General 
Koenig about the voice of SHAEF, I received the reply from General 
McClure that these broadcasts were addressed not to France alone, but 
to the whole of Europe, and that if the French were to be consulted 
on specific texts, it/also be necessary to consult the Belgian, Dutch, 
and Norwegian Governments for security reasons, apart from the fact 
that they would consider that they had as much right to be asked their 
opinion as had General Koenig. 


Whilst this argument may be sound in theory, it completely misses 
the point that the French have a much stronger interest in what we are 
at present doing than any of the minor Allies and that the help which 
they may be able to afford is proportionately greater. After a good 
deal of argument in which I got valuable support from Generals Morgan 
and Grasett, it was agreed that the question should be re-examined to 
see whether there was some way in which French advice might be sought 
without endangering security. I will do all I can to push this on.

You have there an objective 
measure of what Americans 
really think, apart from the 
things they often say, about the 
importance of France to the se- 
curity of the United States. 

But our 50,000 planes which 
have now grown to more than 
100,000, and our Navy, which has 
now become a very great navy, 
and our handful of divisions 
which are now a mighty army, 
could not of themselves restore 
the security which we lost when 
metropolitan France was over- 
run.

The attached report by Commander Pinks on . 
General de Gaulle's visit to Normandy.is, as 
Mr. Waldock says, greatly overburdened with 
irrelevant detail. Commander Pinks is so taken 
up with relating how all the arrangements went 
wrong that he has no time to tell of the 
reactions of the French population, the impres- 
sions which the de Gaulle party and the British 
officers they met made on each other and Genera 
de Gaulle's own behaviour and reactions during 
the trip. The final paragraph is the only 
section throwing any light on thece points. 


What does, however, emerge from the report 
is the generally unhelpful attitude of the 
British military authorities towards General de 
Gaulle's party. The party seemed to have been 
regarded as tiresome visitors on an unnecessary 
sight-seeing tour. The historice& significance 
of the occasion was apparently quite overlooked 
and no attempt seems to have been nade to 
adapt plans to suit the General's convenience. 
This attitude is unfortunately only too typical 
of that of the British Higher Command in 
general towards de Gaulle. 


In the light of all this muddle and lack 
of consideration it is surprising that General 
de Gaulle should have returned from Normandy 
in such a benign mood. No doubt the occasion 
was for him so momentous that he scarcely 
noticed such details. 


No action seems required by us on Commande 
Pinks report. It is scarcely suimble for 
transmission to Mr. Duff Cooper although we 
might send the latter the shorter version if 
one is produced. We might also show the report 
to Mr. Peake.

When arrangements were being discussed with Admiral 
ad’ ARGENLIEU on Tuesday evening he said that General DE GAULLE 
had decided the party should consist of the following:-

These names were telephoned to Admiral RAMSAY'S Headquarters by the 
Admiralty. At the same time B,N.L.0. was informed by the Admiralty 
that General MONTGOMERY had invited General DE GAULLE and two , 
others to lunch with him. This information was immediately 
telephoned to French Naval Headquarters. 


2. On arrival at the Connaught Hotel at 0520 Wednesday 
morning, B.N.L.O. found that Colonel de BOISLAMBERT and Monsieur 
GARDET (French Naval War Correspondent) had been added to the party, 
which left the Hotel at 0540 in six cars, into one of which several 
suitcases and large tin boxes, attache cases and a hold-all had 
been loaded. 

General DE GAULLE'S two detectives accompanied the party which was 
piloted out of London as far as Esher by two policemen on motor 
cycles. 


3. Outside Portsmouth the party was met by the Deputy 

Chief Constable in a police car and a W.R.N.S. Motor-cyclist and 

conducted to the Dockyard. Cc. in C, Portsmouth with Vice- 
Admiral CLARKE and Rear-Admiral PARRY were at King's Stairs to 
meet General DE GAULIZ and the party (plus three French Chauffeurs 

and the two detectives) embarked in F.S. "LA COMBATTANTE" at: 

0840. General de GAULIE'S personal flag was broken at the 

main masthead as he went on board. The Ship cleared the harbour 
_ at 0850. 

On the way over a signal was made to A.N.C.X.F. repeated to N.C.E.T. 

to the effect that while General DE GAULLE would be delighted to 

meet General MONTGOMERY he would lunch on board (Copy of signal 

attached). A further signal was made later on stating that the 
General would land at 1300 and requesting the jeeps to be at the 

landing place at that time. 

During the passage B.N.L.0. learnt that General TE GAULLE wished 

to be driven by French Chauffeurs while on French soil, and that 

the Chanffeurs mentioned above had been brought for this purpose.

ist Class G.N. OLIVER) came alongside in a Motor Launch to take 
the party ashore - owing to the inclusion of the three Chauffeurs 
it now consisted of nineteen persons. The two detectives 
remained in the ship. Much to B.N.L.O's surprise all the 
luggage was put into the landing craft. 
Commodore OLIVER explained to the General that the ship would have 
to sail for Portsmouth at the latest at 2000 and that the party 
should be at the lock gates at COURSEULLES not later than 1800. 

If the party was not on board in time for the ship to be sailed at 
2000 the night would have to be spent at the anchorage, as owing 
to the danger from E Boats at night, responsibility for the 
General's safety could not be taken for a passage at night. 

The. party had to transfer from the launch to a Duck anid Commodore 
OLIVER said that some of its members would have to remain in the 
launch as there was insufficient room in the Duck for the whole 
party, so General DE GAULLE decided to land with Monsieur VIENOT, 
General HETHOUARD, General KOENIG, Monsieur PALDEWSED,, Colonel 

de BOISLAMBERT, his A.D.C., Admiral d'ARGENLIEU, his Flag- 
Lieutenant and B.N.L.O, 

This party was disembarked from the Duck at the Headquarters of 
the Naval Officer-in-Charge MIKE Beach (Captain MAUD, R.N.) at 
about 1540. 

One of General MONTGOMERY'S Staff Officers (Major Sanderson) met 
General DE GAULLE and proposed to take him and two others to call 
on General MONTGOMERY, but eventually the whole party was driven 
off to Army Headquarters in two jeeps driven by Major Sanderson 
and Captain MAUD, B.N.L.O. being instructed by Admiral d' ARGENLIEU 
to wait on the beach for the remainder of the main party and 
drive it to BAYEUX, to which place the General was going after 
calling on General MONTGOMERY. 


5. There was some delay in bringing off the party left 
in the Launch, and it did not get ashore until about 14,30. 
Three jeeps had been secured with some difficulty, and it was found 


that these were not sufficient to take the luggage which was left 
on the beach on the understanding that it was to be sent to 

BAYEUX by 2000. ‘This party was under the orders ofaLieutenant 
Commander, R.N. on General MONTGOMERY'S staff who insisted that 

his instructions were for it to be at the embarkation point, 

namely the lock gate, COURSEULLES at 1630 or 1700 hours, ani that 
he did not think we should be able to get to BAYEUX in time for 
these instructions to be carried out. It would depend on the 
state of traffic on the road. Progress was slow and as time went 
on the Lieutenant Commander became very pessimistic about reaching 
BAYEUX and finally said he thought we should have to turn back. 
B.N.L.O. pointed out that in view of the fact that General DE 
GAULLE and his party were going to BAYEUX there appeared to be 

no reason for going back to COURSEULLES as they would not be found 
there but every reason for going on to BAYEUX. Within about one 
kilometre of the town however he turned to the driver and told 

him to take the first turning to the left, it then became necessary 
to insist that we went on into the town, and although two left 
turns were passed, happily they could not be made use of as they 
were one-way roads. The party, therefore, eventually got into 
BAYEUX and drove to the Grand Place to find that General DE GAULLE 
and his party were calling on the SOUS-PREFET at the SOUS-PREFECTURE. 
Major Sanderson had driven General DE GAULLE to BAYEUX from 
General MONTGOMERY'S Headquarters, and Captain MAUD was still 
acting as Chauffeur to the second jeep and the Lieutenant-Commander 
Was assured that the party would proceed to COURSEULLES as 
arranged, It was decided that it should in future keep together 
as one party and the five jeeps were drawn up one behind the other 
in the square. After General DE GAULLE had made his speech he 
and the other Generals with Admiral d'ARGENLIEUV got into the front 
two jeeps, with the exception of General HETHOUARD, and drove off 
before the remainder of the party could get through the crowd. 
General HETHOUARD was in the third jeep with the Lieutenant- 
Commander and B.N.L.O. which then got away as quickly as it could 
in order to follow the General's party. Some little time after 
leaving the town, on the road to COURSEULLES, it was discovered

General BETHOUARD stuck to his point however ani backed it 
up by saying that he had heard an order given for fourteen rooms 
te be reserved in BAYEUX for the night. Both the Lieutenant- 
Commander and 5.N.L.O. being of the firm opinion that the General 
was mistaken and that if the party returned to BAYEUX they would 
not only miss General DE GAULLE'S party there but would keep him 
waiting at COURSEULLES, it was decided to contime to COURSEULLES; 
General BETHOUARD protesting but not insisting that the car should 
be turned round. 


6. This party eventually reached COURSEULLES at 1730 where 
it found Commodore OLIVER waiting with his Motor Launch. He 
informed B,.N,.L.O, that he would have to leave the canal at the 
latest at 1950 as owing to a falling tide he would not be able to 
get out later. In view of General BETHOUARD'S story about the 
reservation of rooms at BAYEUX and his insistence that General 
DE GAULLE was going to spend the night there, it was thought 
advisable to try and find out where he was and discover his inten- 
tions, ami the Lieutenant Conmanier managed to get into touch by 
telephone with General MONTGOMERY'S Headquarters which sent a 
Staff Captain to COURSEULLES. This Officer stated that on no 
account would General MONTGOMERY allow General DE GAULLE and his 
party to remain in BAYEUX for the night and that he would drive 
to BAYEUX and if he found the party there would tell them that 
they must proceed to COURSEULLES and embark. Shortly before 19350 
Commodore OLIVER ordered the party to on board the Launch but 
General BETHOUARD refused saying that (a) he should be in BAYEUX 
or (b) if General DE GAULLE was in fact coniimg to COURSEULLES he 
mist be there to meet him. After some little argument, it was 
decided he should be left ashore and that Lieutenant de Vaisseau 
PERROT and B.N.L.0, should remain with him. Meantime General 
BETHOUARD had become engaged in conversation with many French people 
and eventually was introduced to the leader of the Resistance 
Movement there. After Commodore OLIVER had left with the Launch 
at 1950 General BETHOUARD and Lieutenant de Vaisseau PERKOT were 
taken by the leader of the Resistance Movement to his house some- 
where in the tomm. A message eventually came through to the 
R.N.O's Office to say that General DE GAULLE and his party was 
arriving, which they eventually did at about 2030. ‘The party had 
been driven to COURSEULLES by Major Sanderson and Captain Maud 
after a tour through ISIGNY GRAND CAMP. ‘The party was then put 
into a Duck and returned to "LA COMBATTANTE". On the way Admiral 
d@’ ARGENLIEU informed 5.N.1L.0. that the General was anxious to 
sail as soon as possible and asked him to do his best to persuade 
the British authorities to let him sail. When the party arrived 
on board, the Captain of the Ship showed the Admiral a signal he 
had received ordering him to remain at the anchorage for the night 
and proceed to sea at 0530 in the morning. The Captain informed 
the Admiral that he was unable to disobey those orders and General 
de GAULLE then agreed that there was nothing to be done but to 
postpone sailing until the time stated in the Signal. 


7s The Ship got under weigh punctually ani arrived off 
King’s Stairs, Portsmouth Harbour, at about 0940. The Commander 


in-Chief and Admiral CLARKE were there to receive the General who 
left for London shortly afterwards being followed aout ten mimites 
dater by Admiral d’ARGENLIEU'S car which owing to the French 
Chauffeurs having been taken on board "LA COMBATTANTE" was not ready 
on the return to Portsmouth. Eventually General DE GAULLE arrived

8. As regards the political aspect, it was evident that 
General DE GAULLE'S name was well known to the population ani that 
they were delighted to see him. They turned out in the streets of 
BAYEUX in hundreds and threw flowers into the jeeps as they went by. 
While the General was in the SOUS-PREFECTURE, a woman in the crowd 
informed B.N.L.0, that the SOUS-PREFET was very strongly Vichy ani 
She referred to him as “ce saleBoche". This was confirmed later on 
hy Admiral d' ARGENLIEU who told 5.N.L.O, that there was a large 
portrait of Petain hanging in the SOUS-~! REFET’S room which he proceeded 
to take down in the presence of General TE GAULLE with some mumbled 
excuse about its having been overlooked. General DE GAULLE'S speech 
was received with great enthusiasm and he was constantly interrupted 
by cheering. It is to be feared, however, that the impression 
created on the French by the British Authorities was not a happy one, 
but the latter were put into a difficult position by so many people 
coming ashore whereas General MONTGOMERY had given orders that only 
three were to land and arrangements had been made accordingly. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that there was considerable hesitancy 
about allowing this large party to proceed, and there is no doubt 
that the French were aware of this. It appears that one or two 
members of the french party had been detailed to remain at BAYEUX 
and that the luggage referred to above was for their use. One 

of the tin boxes became unfastened ani appeared to be full of paper 
of some kind which might have been posters, General DE GAULLE'S 
desire to be driven by Frenchmen on French soil was thwarted by 
force of circumstance as the French Chauffeurs were in the second 
half of the party to be disembarked.

General de Gaulle sent General Koenig to 
see the Chief of Staff yesterday to tell him that 
General de Gaulle wished to make an early visit 
to Rennes. He wished a heavy machine to be 
provided to convey him direct from Algiers to 
Normandy with an escort of fighters to meet him 
over the operational area. General Koenig did 
not think it was General de Gaulle's intention 
to pay more than a brief visit. to Normandy. 


General Smith thought that we must certainly 
accede to General de Gaulle's request, but that 
the question of fighter cover presented some 
difficulties, as it meant taking machines away 
from operations, and that he thought the matter 
would have to be referred to the C.C.S. at 
Washington. 


I said I would consult the Secretary of 
State, but that I thought if only a few machines 
were required it would probably be right to 
detach them for escort purposes as we should not 
want to slight General de Gaulle. I said that, 
since General de Gaulle had not made a point of 
any special urgency, it would probably be con- 
venient if the Secretary of State could conclude 
his visit to Brittany before General de Gaulle 
arrived. 


General Morgan has now telegraphed to say 
that a telegram has come from General Wilson
